member •% the House of Commons in point 
of service, although the oldest in years. 
Mr. Gladstone, though seven years 
younger than Mr. Villiers, was first 
elected to Parliament GO years ago next 
December, and Mr. Christopher R. M. Tal- 
bot, of Glamorganshire, 1ms represented 
that ahire for 65 years, li..,ing had a con- 
test only three times during that period. 
Mr. Talbot is Lord Lieut, of his country, 
and enjoys the distinction of having refused 
a peerage. Ho is SO years of ago. Tho 
condition of affairs in Ireland is most pain- 
ful to the friends of Home Rule. The 
Catholic clergy are turning out in 
full force to sustain tho federation 
cause, and for tho first time in the history 
of Ireland Catholics are attacking their 
priests. There aro significant signs of loss 
of respect for the cloth now that tho cloth 
has been dragged into political mud and the 
Pariiellite who wields the Shillelah seems 
to make no distinction between priest and 
laymen in distributing his blows The 
followers, or a portion of them in 
both factions, seem to bo animated 
by the most vindictive spirit, and the Tories 
of Ulster are looking on with glee at the 
spectacle presented before the people ol 
Great Britain.

IRISH-AMERICAN PEACE COMMISSIONERS 
arrived to-day by the City of Chicago. 
Their reception in Ireland was not as hos- 
pitable us it might have been. They were 
among the passengers who went about in 
the dark and the rain, seeking for a place 
of shelter near Kins.ile Head. The finan- 
cial assistance from the friends of the feder- 
ation in America came very conveniently for 
the Nationalists' cause, and will invigorate 
the party in the struggle of next week, but 
it is considered too late for money to have 
any decisive effect in the Irish elections.

Doubt is entortaiued 
of the correctness of the newspuper ac- 
counts, l">ivever, ns it ia well known that 
Commander Evans had planned to capture 
tho supply steamer of the sealing fleet, and 
thus cripple their operations. The opini m 
in official circles, is that th" steamer had 
been guilty of a violation of the revenue 
and ctutom house laws of the United States, 
hence her sei/.uro. Littlo credence is placed 
in the report of the seizure of twenty-live 
sealers, tho opinion being that they had 
been Bimply warned. The United States 
Government expect to receive official des- 
patches from Port Townsend, either to- 
night or to-morrow, on the subject. i 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Under Which Flag V-pmnsel In the Beliring 
Sea Case— Going to Harvard. 

TORONTO, July 2. — A despatch from 
Wiartou Bays that yesterday morning tho 
citizens of that place were surprised to Bee 
the Stars und Stripes hoisted over the 
Union Jack on tho premises of Rev. G. 
Yeomans, Presbyterian minister located 
there. Mr. Yeomans was requested to 
lower tho foreign fl ig, or at least place the 
two (lags on equal terms. He refused, how- 
ever, and defied any one to interfere with 
the flag. Accordingly about 30 or -10 lead- 
ing citizens murehed to his house where a 
constable lowered tho flag, which was in- 
stantly torn to fragments by the excited 
citizens und trampled in tho dirt while the 
band played " God Save the Queen."

WATERFORD, July 2 — Two meetings were 
hold in this city last night, at one of which 
the principal speaker was John B. Red- 
mond (Pariiellite), who represented Water- 
ford in the last Parliament. At tho other 
meeting David Sheehy (anti- Pariiellite), who 
sat for South Gal way, was thoprincipd 
speaker. There was no trouble at the 
meetings, bat later the supporters of the 
Parnellita faction, headed by a band, storm- 
ed Mr. Shoehy's committee room. The anti- 
Purnellitcs fought their attackers desper- 
ately, but the -latter were in too strong 
force. Tho polico charged tho assailants, 
but their efforts were unsuccessful and the 
committee room was captured. During the 
light many of tho participants on both sides 
were wounded, including Mr. Sheohy, who 
was wounded in three places. Several ar- 
rests wero mudo.

The construction of u canul connecting 
Okanagan and Dog lakes appears lo be more 
probable than has hitherto been supposed. 
The scheme has the strong approval of the 
CP. R. The canal would add thirteen 
miles of navigable water and render the 
mines at Fairview and the coal beds at 
White hike, especially, easy of access. 

A great deal of indignation is prevalent 
at Armstrong at the delay in granting let- 
ters patent for the Spallumcheon munici- 
pality. 

A tunnel has been run in 45 feet on Mr. 
Brewer's quartz ledge, Harris creek, and 
the ore is said to improve in quality. Capt. 
Shorta has located an extension on this 
cluim. 

Mc-sara. Silverman and Baruhurdt have 
Btruck very high grade ore on the eaat ex- 
tension of the Rattler, and are developing 
the ledge About five miles south of Fair- 
view, on tho same side of the valley, a large 
vein of free milling gold quartz waa discov- 
ered last week. . 

One of the latest excitements in the lower 
country ia tho rich strike made by Mr. 
Robert Allison, who lives half a mile above 
the junction of tho Similkameeu and Okan- 
agan rivers at the ferry. Near the falls of 
the river he located an immense body of 
free milling quartz, calling his claim the 
Allison Mine. Sixteen claims have been 
staked off on the name vein. 

Captain Shorts, of erstwhile navigation 
fame, lias gone to reside on his mineral claim 
up Harris creek. 

The stage driver to the Mission complains 
that tho road is almost impassable near 
Rattlesnake point on account of fallen rocks; 
also that in the lower part of the valley open 
irrigation ditches cross the road, making 
driving dangerous at night. 

Tho strip of land behind the Indian 
reserve at the head of tho lake, which has 
been reserved from pre-emption sinco last 
Bummer pending an enquiry as to the neces- 
sity of adding it to tho Indian reservation, 
was stated finally to bo open for pre-emp- 
tion by the Chief Commissioner when last 
here. 

The sawmill is employing fifteen hands.

Van Buskirk, the manager, reports that 
more orders are coming in thnn can be filled, 

Cargill it Co. are temporarily distributing 
the mail at Armstrong, ponding tho crea- 
tion of a postoffice. 

It is rumored that Mr. Jas. Crozier has 
sold his ranch to a new-comer for the sum 
of $5,000. 

FIRE VtUCT. 

Eleveu men (all settlers) aro working on' 
the trail which is beiug mado from tho 
lake up. Over seven miles have been com- 
pleted. This leaves about fourteen miles to 
be made to join the pen ion completed by 
Mr. Alcock'a party last fall — about tho 
middle of the canyon. 

Altogether there are 60 acres in crop and 
17 settlers in the valley. None of the fair 
sex have yet arrived, but three marriages 
aro arranged for the fall, when a grand 
celebration will be held. 

Mr. Ridgcway has taken up a claim on 
the lake, nearly live milea above the mouth 
of the vabey, where the settlers crossed 
until lately. 

J. Simpson, whose place lies between 
Lowe and Bunga', killed four bear in two 
weeks. Six bear have beeu abot this spring 
in the valley.

WRECKED OFF IONSALE. 

The SS> City of Chicago Stranded— Passengers 
Rescued— Hopes to Save the Vessel. 

London, July 2. — Advices, this morning, 
from Kimmlo Heal, where the steamship 
City of Chicago was wrecked ou the rocks, 
last evening, states that the passengers are 
safe. Oaring the night tho vessel's propollor 
was worked ahead to keep her from drifting 
oil' the recks on which the stern was caught, 
in which event she must have foundered, 
as the forward compartments aro re- 
ported completely stove in. Tho sig- 
nals of distress, were answered prompt- 
ly by the Kiusale life crews, and .the 
passengers were landed on tho beach, under 
the cliff, by the aid of coast guanl crews. 
Meanwhile rope ladders were lowered from 
tho top of the cliffs, which at this point are 
200 feet high, and almost perpendicular 
Up these ladders climed many of tho pas 
songers, aided by the coast guard men. One 
woman, who clasped a baby in her arms, 
dropped it while climbing, owing to faint- 
ne33. A cry of horror was changed to joy 
as the infant was caught in the strung arms 
of a sailor who Haw the mishap. Two hun- 
dred of the passengers climbed the face of 
the dill's, while others, with nerves less 
strong, wero made comfortable for the 
night in rude :-.'iit8 lustily put up 
on the beach or in boats, a num- 
ber of which had been attracted to the 
scene by rockets. This morning tho pas 
sengers and mails were transferred to 
Queenstown on tugs whence most left for 
London at 11:35 to-day. There were 130 
saloon, 140 second cabin and 90 steerage 
passengers. Examination this morning 
shows the steamer nearly half on the ledge 
and bumping heavily. The crew is aboard, 
and the Liverpool officials say that they ex- 
pect the vessel to float to-night. The carg > 
ia very valuable, including a vast quantity 
of wheat and meat. The Chicago was sig- 
nalled nil Brow Head at 1:45, and after 
passing Cape Clear saw nothing until she 
struck. It was 8 o'clock when the lookout 
shouted ''Breakers Ahead," ami at that in- 
stant tho bow run into a cavity of tho cliff 
with a crash that threw many to the Boor 
of tho cabin. Splendid discipline prevailed. 
Captain Radtord ami the ifficers allayed 
tile panic among the voyagers, and all pre- 
pared courageously for further perils, pes 
sibly in store, which could not then be dis- 
cerned, owing to the .dense fog. 

A Daman Fiend. 

Portland, Oregon, July 1. — George Wil- 
son, who has been in jail ut Oregon City 
for several days, suspected of being the 
murderer of little Mamie Walsh, confessed 
to day. A mob surrounded the jail at 
Oregon City, but made no determined effort 
to lynch him. Wilson was brought to 
Poill mil, this afternoon, for safe keeping. 
His confession is full, and the details are 
horrible. 

Two New senator*. 

BOSTON, Mass., June 30.— The next Legis- 
lature may have to fill both of tho Massa- 
chusetts scats in the U.S. Senate. The term 
of Senator Oawea will expire next March 
and Senator Hoar may resign. Only a short 
time ago Senator Hoar went to Europe 
for his health. During all his previous ser- 
vice in the senate he had never been absent 
from his pluce when that body was in ses- 
sion. This shows tho gravity of his condi- 
tion physically. He is troubled with a 
disease of tho eyes which threatens total 
blindness. Thus far, according to advices 
received by friends, ho is not improving. 
It is said that he will never resume his scat 
in the senate, and that before the beginning 
of next year he will send in his resignation.

Albany, N, V., Juno' u 30. — John 'Boyd 
Thatcher, President of the State League of 
Democratic Clubs, is busy arranging the 
plan of campaign for the clubs throughout 
the State.

Bow Goorgu Goro Blade u Homo Run on 
Four Called Balls— Tile Bostons Show 
No Signs of Surrendering — Tommy 
Burns at tho But. 

Tho latest baseball sensation of magni- 
tude fixed its base of operations upon the 
tall, broad person of Captain A. C. Anson, 
of Chicago. Tho report was circulated 
that he had practically arranged with the 
New York club to leave Chicago after this 
year and take up his kicking station in tho 
metropolis ns the manager and captain of 
the more or less unfortunate Giants. This 
story struck r chill of horror to tho hearts 
of the Chicago "cranks," thrilled the New 
York rooters with a wave of pleasurable 
hopo and threw tho other baseball centers 
into a perspiration of uncertainty. 

Of courso Captain Anson pronounced 
tho story to be a baseless fabrication. 
Those who know tiie captain's peculiar re- 
lationship to tho Chicago club rejected the 
tale without seeking for proofs of its 
falsity. 

A few words dropped by Anion n month 
ago to a Chicago reporter, by way of bitter 
complaint over his treatment at the hands 
of the Chicago baseball patrons, led to the 
rumor which was sent forth as a fact. 
"When I think how little my efforts to 
give Chicago n winning club ut home aro 
appreciated by the people here, I nonie- 
times feel u desire to go and play where 
my work would receive recognition," said 

he. 

Such may havo been his inclinations 
many times, but his financial interests 
would prohibit the change. He is a large 
stockholder in the Chicago club, and so 
long us he continues to take active part in 
the game it will be as the head of ;i Chica- 
go team. 

Tho Chicago baseball patrons aro pe- 
culiar. When their team wins they take 
it as a matter of courso which deserves 
nothing more than a quiet recognition of 
what is duo from a representative club. 
But when their team loses, n dog with a 
tin pan attachment to its tail has a happy 
experience in comparison. 

If the Chicago people do not greet their 
G. O. M. on his return from the east with 
a demonstration of respect due to the 
splendid work he has accomplished, the 
rest of the baseball world will view their 
ingratitude with great disgust. 

The Bostons show no signs of surrender- 
ing their lead In the race to any of the 
clubs which are thundering along at their 
heels. But there is still a long dash ahead 
before tho midsummer goal shall be 
reached, and a few unfortunate .stumbles 
would be dangerous to tho Boston club's 
chances of final success. 

If anybody had a mistaken idea that 
baseball is losing its hold on the hearts of 
an American sport loving people, he had 
no further uso for it after Memorial Day. 
Nearly 70,000 people in attendance at the 
six League grounds that day, in spite of 
threatening weather, bespoke a healthy 
interest in tho game very pleasing to the 
men who tire backing it with their capital. 
There was cumulative evidence to hack up 
this proof of baseball's popularity iu the 
crowds which on the same day attended 
tho games of the Western and Eastern 
leagues. Nearly UO.OOO people saw the eight 
western clubs play. 

Then, too, the Harvard and Yale game 
at Cambridge drew out 1",00() spectators 
on that day, which is a forcible reminder 
that among all "the college sports none— 
not even football— maintains the interest 
that baseball does. 

A remarkable play occurred at the Polo 
ground in New York during the Chicagos' 
recent visit. It was a home run on four 
balls, and in seventeen years' observation 
I have never heard of a similar occurrence 
on the diamond. 

Gore was at bat, Luby pitching and 
Schrlver catching. Three bad balls were 
pitched in succession. Schriver concluded 
not to go up behind tho bat and Luby 
lurched the fourth one. Umpire GntTney 
called four balls and Gore started to his 
base. Meanwhile, as the ball bounded to- 
ward Schriver he put out his upholstered 
left hand to knock it down, but by u slight 
geometrical miscalculation the ball hit the 
glove on the upper edge and carrorned 
into the grand stand. 

Thereupon followed a scene hard to de- 
scribe. ICverybody began to shout. Gore 
was urged by tho entire New York nine 
to do his best sprinting. Schriver made 
a jump toward scaling the Palisades in 
front of the errand stand, but being some- 
what rich in flesh be failed to "catch on." 
Anson and the other Chicago players 
united in a chorus of howls, as though 
sound would boost their catcher in his 
mad endeavors to get up after that ball. 

Meanwhile n meek eyed, mild mannered 
old gentleman with fringy whiskers sit- 
ting in the front row [licked up tho ball, 
and in tho goodness of his heart would 
have tossed it over into the ground had 
not the entire multitude of spectators 
yelled, "Drop it." He did under the ap- 
parent imp. ession that it was an infernal 
machine. Then as he observed the bulg- 
ing eyes of Schriver, who, after three at- 
tempts, had fastened his digital grapnels 
upon the bt. -Moment and was lifting him- 
self up by main strength, the ohl man 
arose and ran, possessed with the belief 
that. Schriver was a madman bent on noth- 
ing short of murder. 

By this time Gore was approaching third 
basis and Luby stood at the homo plate 
dancing a favorite jig. Anson, knowing 
the ball to bo blocked, had gone to the 
pitcher's bo.-: and was trying to make Luby 
understand tho situation. But Luby 
couldn't hear anything but tho conglom- 
eration of n thousand voices. Just as he 
received the ball from Schriver Ansou 
grabbed him by tho arm and began drag- 
ging him back to the box to put the bail 
into play. But Goro had turned third, 
and before Luby reached his position the 
homo run on four balls went upon record. 

It was tho funniest thirty second scene I 
ever saw on a hall field. 

It seems straugo that a city like St. Paul 
cannot support a professional baseball club 
nnd that another pity the size of Fort 
Wayne should volunteer to relievo the 
former of its membership in tho Western 
League. It isn't always tho largest city, 
however, that gives the best baseball 
patronage any more than it Is the largest 
girl that gives you tho sweetest kiss. 

Anson's ablo lieutenant during tho last 
twelve years, Tommy Burns, is a busy man 
these days. Ho Is trying to rig up a win- 
ning team out of the Pittsburg timber.

John Robson, so true a 
friend to Corrig and every Corrig boy, has 
not been spared to praise them us he had 
hoped. "His loving words and kind praise 
of Corrig boys were all so truly expressed 
in our last talk but a few weeks ago, and 
still I can hear the gentle irony with which 
he parried niy request for an opinion — 
oven 1 dure not criticise anything Corrig 
— at least in Victoria." 

1 have remarked with pleasure thu 
growth of that strong esprit decorps so 
dwelt on in May, 1891, by Mr. Robson, and 
to that I chiefly attribute the fact that the 
Inter-Collegiate Championship Trophy for 
1S92 adorns our sideboard.

THE LATE HON. ME, HpBSON. 

A Great Man Fallen— Historical and Remin- 
iscent. 

To the Editor — I have read tho various 
articles, eulogistic of the late Mr. Robson, 
which have appeared in the press of the 
province, and have been struck with their 
unanimity. All unite in saying that ti 
true, able and good man has fallen— prac- 
tically in the sorvice of his country— at a 
moment when ho was in the act of crowning 
tho edifice of a long and honorable public 
career. Tho crofter eelienio was to bo the 
copestone of the structure -which his ability 
und industry had reared to the honor of tho 
province ho loved so well and served so 
faithfully. Tho crofter scheme he regarded 
as tho most important measure for the ad- 
vancement of the country that had come 
before tho Legislature since confederation — 
always excepting, of course, the Canadian 
Pacific railway. It will over bo a source of 
regret to mo that death intervened and 
that Mr. Rohson'a eyes closed ou earthly 
scenes und projects just as he -was about to 
consummate one of his greatest public works. 
Asapolitician, Mr. Robson was tar-seeing and 
daring, lte was one of the first men in the 
province to advocate the union of British 
Columbia with Canada. As a member of 
the Legislative Council prior to confedera 
tion, he advocated that union in the face of 
the large official element which constituted 
a majority of that body. 

The press of Victoria in ISO!) was repre- 
sented by the Colonist, then owned and 
edited by me; the British Columbian, owned 
and edited by Mr. Robson, and the Etou- 
ing News. The Colonist and Columbian 
warmly advocated confederat ion. The News 
favored annexation to the United States. 
The country under the Crown Government 
was literally going tn the dugs. 

Tho yield of gold at Cariboo had fallen off 
and the bright anticipations based on that 
field had not been realized. Bankruptcy 
stared, not only the people, hut the Govern- 
ment in tho face. Tho country was 
in a state of despair, not to say 
misery. Tho columns of tho news- 
papers wero crowded with notices of 
insolvency, sheriff's and mortgagee's sales. 
Confederation never seemed more remote 
than in the opening months of 1S70. Ono of 
the clearest headed men in the province at, 
that time was Robert Burnaby, a prominent 
merchant of Wharf street. Mr. Burnaby 
early became a couvert to the cause of con- 
federation, and to strengthen tho hands of 
its friends he proposed that the Colonist 
and Columbian shou'iu join forces. In other 
words, that Mr. Robson and I should 
coalesce and print one strong newspaper 
instead of two weak ones The burgaiu was 
soou Btruck. The Columbian was closed 
out and Mr. Robson joined tho C<>LOM3T as 
chief political writer. Within a few montlib 
the country had the satisfaction of seeing 
the official members of tho legislative coun- 
cil, who had formerly voted against con- 
federation, become its most ardent advo- 
cates. 

The scheme pass»d the council at a 
canter. Sir Joseph W. Trutch, Hon. Dr. 
Helmcken, and Hon. Dr. Carrall were 
appointed delegates to Canada to arrange the 
termsof union. The terms, as they left here, 
asked for a wagon road across the continent. 
When they came back great was tho popu- 
lar satisfaction upon it becoming known 
that instead of a wagon-road our faithful 
delegates had secured a pledge for the co, . 
struotion of a transcontinental rail ,fay. 
Tho terms, which wero better than had 
reason to expect, were accepter^ \ t y Li,,, 
country at once, and on the -'ist of July, 
1871, the colony of British Co'. am bia became 
a Province of tho Dominion f (; iiua (la. 

There is a, bit of poetical history con- 
nected with tho term., G f union that has 
never yet been relate j. l t might be well to 
tell it now. 

In tho legislative C0H ncil an effort had 
been mado to introduce a clauso providing 
for the establishment, coincident with con- 
federation, ( (l system of responsible gov- 
ernment. This effort failed, and it really 
seemed. as jf confederation would be effected 
sites rU on a crown colony basis. 

There was then residing at Victoria a 
gentleman named H. E. .Seelye. This gentle- 
man had beecn a school- fellow of Sir Leon- 
ard Tilley, then Minister of Customs at 
Ottawa. Mr. Robson and I hold long 
and anxious consultations over the terms. 
We were not satislied with the form of 
government proposed. We wanted the 
popular instead of tho Crown form, as be 
ing best suited to the genius and spirit of 
the age. At last it was decided that, as 
delegates were in order, tho Colonist 
should have a delegate, too. Mr. Seelye, 
by reason of bis ucquaintai.ee with Mr. 
Tilley, was chosen, and Mr. Robson and 1 
went down into tho bottom of our purses 
— we did not have far to go —and guaran- 
teed Mr. Seelye's expenses' to and back 
from Ottawa. M r. Seelye was instructed 
to tell the Government at Ottawa that no 
terms that did not provido for responsible 
government would be acceptable to the 
people of British Columbia Mr. Seelye 
performed his mission. The terms as re- 
vised ut Ottawa contained a responsible 
Government clause. 

Many years elapsed before Mr. Robson 
reaped the fruits of his strenuous advocacy 
of popular rights. "Be beat the bush, 
while others caught the bird." iiut his 
oppu'tunity came at last, and the province 
then saw and appreciated the material of 
which my dead friend was composed. As a 
political writer and orator, Mr. Robson was 
without an equal in the province. Keen, 
incisive and argumentative, others 
might bo more flowery and ornate, 
and catch the popular eye and ear for a 
time, but his method in the result was ef- 
fective and lasting, lie was an optimist; 
nothing discouraged or turned him aside 
from his purpose. His position once taken 
was maintained against all odds. A 
thoughtful, studious, hard-working man, he 
was by some regarded as cold, impassive 
and uncongeuial. Never was a greater 
mistake made. His was a kind and trust- 
ing nature. He was impulsive, it seemed 
to me, snnictiii.es to the verge if rashness, 
but he always recovered himself in time, 
and allowed the "sober second thought" to 
assert its sway before damage resulted to 
his great schemes. Towards the close of 
the late session of the Legislature the 
change in Mr. Rolson's appearance bicume 
very marked, On several occasions I 
noticed a grov und worn look stealing ove. 
his face. Frequently he came into 
my room and complained of weakness 
and las i'ude In a few moments 
a page would rush in and summons him to 
h s seat, or the division bell would ring 
violently, and in a moment or two he would 
be again in his place as keen and jaunty as 
if Death was not air. inly knocking at the 
citadel. He wan a prodigious woi ker, and 
may truly bo said to have shor'ened bin life 
several years by wearisome t i 1 . 

Mr. Robson 1ms been cut clown in a mo- 
ment of usefulness, and when the honoral le 
ambition of a well-spout life seemed about 
to be gratified. The h ghest honor was 
within his reach. Dead sea fruit ! Just 
when his hand was extended to grasp it, 
tho end came with a swiftness that reminds 
us of tho uncertainty of life, and the vanity 
of all human hopes and expectati ns.

A By-Law to Repeal the "Wards By-Law, 
1890," to Divide the City of Victoria 
into Wards, and to Define 
Their Boundaries. 



Wnickkas under and by virtue of section 18 of 
tho "City of;Vcitoiia Act. ISM," it is en- 
atted that it shall bo lawful for tho Coun- 
cil, prior to levying on assessment for tho 
year 1892. to divide tho Municipality into 
wards in tuch manner as the Council shall 
determine, and to define tho boundaries of 
such; wards in a by law to bo passed for 
that purposo : 

Bk it tiibirbfork enacted by the Municipal 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows : 

1. Tho " Wards By-Law, 1890," is hereby re- 
pealed. 

2. The Municipality of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria shall be divided into thro 
wards, nxm.'.y: North Ward, Central Ward

3. Tli KaiJ •>.. h •' .:d shall consist of that 
portion oiluu a lyint, within tho said Mimic! 
pallty contained within tho following boun- 
daries: Commencing at tho water's edge of 
Victoria Harbour wliero it is intersected by 
the southern boundary of Lot 130; thence east- 
erly along the said southern boundary of Lot 
180 to the centio of Store street ; thence south- 
erly along the contro of Storo street to tho 
centre of Cormorant street; thence easterly 
along tho centio of Cormorant street to Gov- 
ernment street; thence southerly along tho 
centro of Government street to Pandora 
avenue; thenco along the centre of Pandora 
avenue nnd North Pandora street easterly to 
Harrison street.and along tho north boundaries 
of lilockB 35, :tl and 32a, and across Blocks 31,

Also all that portion of tho City known as 
Victoria VVo3t,and more particularly described 
a.3 follows:— Commencing at a point whero tho 
centro of Arm street intersects the southern 
shore of Victoria Arm; thenco southerly along 
tho centre of Arm streot to the centre of Craig- 
llower Road; thonco eastorly along the centre 
Oraigflowor Road to tho centre of Morgan 
Roiid; thonco southerly along tho con ro of 
Morgan Hoad to the north-woat corner of sec- 
tion 32; thenco along the western boundary lino 
of SLCtlon 32 to the shore of Victoria harbor;

bor and Victoria Arm and tho Straits of Juan 
do Puca (including all wharves, jetties and 
buildings along tho said shore lines, nnd also 
including Point Kllice bridge) to tho point of 
commencement.

northerly to tho contro of Cormorant street; 
thenco westerly along the centro of Cormorant 
to Store street ; thenco .-.long the centre of 
Store street northerly to where it in intersected 
by tho south boundary of Lot 130 ; thenco west- 
orly along tho said south buundary of Lot 130 
to tho water's edgo of the Victoria Harbour, 
and fallowing the shoro of tho Victoria Har- 
bour southerly to tho plneo of beginning. 

5. Tho said South Ward shall consist of that 
portion of land within the said Municipality, 
contained within tho following boundaries, 
namely-— Commencing at tho water's edgo of 
tho Victoria Harbour wliero intersected by the 
north boundary of tho Customs House proper- 
ty ; thenco along tho said north boundary o£ 
tho Customs Houso property easterly to tho 
centro of Wharf street; thence northorlyalong 
the centre of Wharf stroot to tho centre of Fort 
Btreet; thenco easterly along tho controof Fort 
street to tho north-west corner of Block 21. of 
the Fairfield Estate; thenco following tho 
north lino of Blocks 21, 25, 12, 43, f.0, 01 and 70, 
of tho aforesaid estate and along tho south of 
tho boundary of Section 74, to and along tho 
tho north boundary of Section 08 to the eastorn 
limits or boundary of tho City ; thenco south- 
erly following tho o istorly limits of the City aa 
laid down in tho "City of Victoria Act. 1892," 
to tho shoro of Foul Bay.Straltsof JuandoFuca; 
thence following the shores of Foul Buy, Ross 
Bay and of the said Straits of Juan do Fuca 
westerly ,and the shore of Victoria Harbour 
easterly and northerly to the place of begin- 
ning.

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THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 

Tho new (lovernment was formed yester- 
day. The Lieut. -Governor called upon the 
Hon. Theodore Davio to form a Ministry. 
Ho undertook the tusk and has succeeded. 
His late colleagues have all signified their 
willingness to work under his leadership 
and to give him a loyal support. Tlio per- 
sonnel of the Government is therefore almost 
identical with that of its predecessor. Tne 
loss of the Hon. John Robson will bo long 
and deeply felt, but his successor will take 
up the work that he has left and we have 
no doubt will exert himself to tho 
utmost of his ability to carry it out to a 
successful issue. Two of the projects com- 
menced by Mr. Davie's lamented prede- 
cessor, tho Canada Western and tho 
Crofter scheme, aro of the utmost import- 
ance to the province. Wo are suro that 
a 11 meu who have the good of the province 
at heart, whether they are in public or in 
private life will, irrespective of personal or 
even political considerations, staunchly 
s upport the new Premier in carrying out 
enterprises, on the success of which the 
progress and prosperity of the province so 
greatly depend. 

There will, we believe, be no material 
-change in the policy of the Government. It 
will, we are quite certain, be consistently but 
progressively Conservative. There is no 
fear of the policy of the now Premier being 
either stationary or reactionary. He is 
young, able, active, energetic, industrious, 
and he has his reputation to win us a leader. 
He will, therefore, be ready to do what he 
can to advance any measure which affords a 
reasonable prospect of benefitting the Pro- 
vince. He will have difficulties to meet 
and prejudices to overcome, but wo trust he 
will receive from the Conservative Party, 
and the people of the province generally, "a 
fair show." Let his administration be 
judged by its acts. 



THE LAST SEIZURE. 

We see nothing in the seizure of the C'o- 
quitlam to agitate anyone, except it may 
be the owner of the steamer and the sealers, 
which depended upon her for their sum- 
mer's supply of necessaries. The seizure 
has nothing to do with- the Behring Sea 
question, for the very simple reason that 
the Coquitlam was not in Behring Sea 
when she was seized. Port Etches is not 
in or even noar Behring Sea. There is, 
therefore, no fear of the seizure giving rise 
to international complications. The ques- 
tion to be decided is a very simple ono, 
and one that the ordinary courts of law can 
easily adjudicate upon. Did tho Coquit- 
lam comply with the Customs and towing 
regulations of the United States ? It" she 
did, the seizure is ellegal, and the 
vessel will be liberated, and her owners 
and consignees indemnified for any injury 
they may have sustained through the 
action of the officers of the cutter Corwin 
and the Alaska authorities. If she has 
acted illegally, if her papers were irregular, 
and if she did not comply with tho Cus- 
toms regulations, why she must get out of 
the difficulty as best she can. Tho ques- 
tions to be decided are simply questions of 
fact and law, precisely of the same charac- 
ter as those that would have to be con- 
sidered if the vessel had beeu seized at 
Seattle or Port Townsend. 

It is quite probable that thero has beeu 
some sharp practice in tho matter, and that 
the officers of the cutters decided that if 
they could find a pretext to intercept the 
supply ship and prevent her transferring 
her stores to tho scaling vessels, they would 
keep them out of Behring Sea, and save 
themselves a good deal of trouble. The 
temptation to snap at any excuse for detain- 
ing her was, it must bo seen, very great, 
and it should havo been tho business of tho 
captain of the Coquitlam not to give thtni 
that excuse. 

Tint tho Americans wore not disposed to 



bo inhospitable is seen from tho fact that 
tho sealers were well treated in Port hitches. 
No attompt was made to seize tho vessels 
or to annoy them in any way. Thero seems 
to be an impression that tho Coquitlam was 
seized while on tho " high seas" moro than 
threo marine miles from tho shore. This 
was not so. The steamer was in the harbor 
where she had been for some little time. 
Her captain is, in fact, accused of having 
discharged part of his cargo whilo in the 
harbor. This is denied, and there seems to 
bo no doubt that he conformed strictly to 
the letter of tho law in this respect. But 
the seizure was no " high-handed act " like 
boarding a ship sixty miles from land und 
taking from her arms and seal skins. 

Of courso the British Government will 
euquiro into tho facta connected with the 
seizure, and will insist upon the owners of 
tho Coquitlam getting fair play. hi the 
meantime it is just us well to keep cool 
about the matter and not attach more im- 
portance to it than it really deserves. 



THE ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

Our correspondent, Mr. Bird, givea us 
somo interesting information with regard to 
tho modo of electing a President of tho 
United States. As the matter is ono that 
just now interests all intelligent men, 
whether in the United States or out of it, 
we reproduce from Professor Bryco's 
' 'American Commonwealth," part of the 
very instructive chapter, beaded, The 
President : 

"So far, the method of choice by electors 
may seem to be merely a round about way of 
getting the judgment of tho people, ft is 
more than this. It has several consequences, 
unforseen by the framers of the Constitution. 
It has uiajle the electiou virtually an elec- 
tion' by States, for the present system of 
choosing electors by general 'ticket' over 
the whole State causes tho whole weight of 
the State to be thrown into the scale of one 
candidate, that candidate whose list of 
electors is carried in tho given State. Penn- 
sylvania, for instance, with her population 
of four and a half millions, has thirty 
electoral votes. Each party runs its list or 
'ticket' of thirty presidential electors for 
that State, who are bound to vote for tho 
party's candidates, let us say Mr. Blaine or 
Mr. Cleveland. Tho Republican list (i.e., 
that which includes the thirty Blaine elec- 
tors) is carried by a majority of 473,000 
against 392,000. It is carried entire, if 
carried at all, because it would be foolish 
for any partisans of Mr. Blaine to vote for 
some only and not for all of the electors 
whoso only function is to vote for him. 
Thus, all the thirty electoral votes of Penn- 
sylvania are secured for Mr. Blaine, the 
hundreds of thousands of votes given by the 
people for the Democratic list do not go to 
swell the support which Mr. Clevelaud ob- 
tains in other states, but are utterly lost 
Henoe, in a presidential election, t he strug- 
gle concentrates itself in tho doubtful states, 
where the great parlies are pretty equally 
divided, and in languid statea, where a dis- 
tinct majority either way may be antici- 
pated, because, since it makes no difference 
whether a minority be large or small, it is 
not worth while to struggle hard to iucrtase 
a minority which cannot bo turned into a 
majority. And hence, also, a man may be, 
and has been, the elected president by a 
minority of popular votes." 



AN UNFAITHFUL SERVANT. 

Mr. Elgin Myers, who held tho ofiioe of 
County Attorney and Clerk of tho Peace in 
tho county of Dutferin, Ontario, took it into 
his head that Canada would be benefitted 
by being unnexed to tho United States. 
Mr. Myers was not content to keep his 
opinions to himself, but straightway became 
an annexation missionary, advocating tho 
transfer of Canada by its peoplo to the 
United States, not only in private, but in 
public, not only by voioo, but by pen. 
When this camo to the knowledge of the 
Attorney-General of the Province, lio, by 
tiie hand of his private secretary, wrote a 
note to Mr. Elgin Myers, remonstrating 
with him mildly, and show ing him the im- 
propriety and the inconsistency of an ollicer 
in the public service pursuing such a course. 
Mr. Myers' reply to hi3 official superior 
was a long, rambling screed, justi- 
fying what ho had done. The 
Attorney-General's rejoinder was a 
dry official letter regretting that Mr. 
Myers " could see no objection to active 
endeavors to induce the Canadian people to 
withdraw their allegiance to Her Majesty 
and to transfer Canada to a foreign nation 
being made by an ollicer of the Crown hoid- 
ing a responsible position in connection with 
the administration of justice, and who bus 
taken the oath of allegiance to Her Majesty 
in order to obtain the office which he holds. " 

Mr. Myers evidently could .not see the in- 
consistency of a servant of the Crown doing 
his beat to persuade his countrymen to 
throw off the authority of tho Crown and to 
transfer their allegiance to a foreign nation. 
Ho insisted upon his right to hold what 
opinions ho pleased, and to express tliein 
in any way that Buited him without 
reference to his oath of allegiance which, 
according to him, had really no force or 
meaning at all. Sir Oliver Mowat 
did not condescend to argue with 
the disputatious County Attorney, or he 
would havo shown him that his position was 
altogether untenable, and also that a pri- 
vate citizen may do and say many things 
without bringing upon himself any un- 
pleasant consequences, that it would be 
highly improper and oven scandalous for a 
public servant to attempt. Mr. Myers, 



howover, was not to be convinced. He 
would neither ceaso advocating annexation 
nor resign his position as a serv&ut of tho 
Crown. So Sir Oliver was under tho neces- 
sity of advising his immediate dismissal. 
Thero was, in fact, nothing els« for him to 
do. The saying that " no man can 
serve two masters" is as true now 
as it was nineteen centuries ago. Mr. 
Myers cannot serve Queon Victoria and tho 
Republic of tho United States at tho same 
time. Tho Canadian who advocates tho 
transference of his and his fellow country- 
men's allegiance to tho United States is 
really no longer a true subject of Queen 
Victoria and should not bo so mean as to 
remain in her service while he was declar- 
ing his preference for another allegiance 
Every one knows how quickly a public ser- 
vant in the United States would lose his 
position if ho ventured to try to pursuade 
his fellow citizens to become falso to their 
allegiance. After the fact was brought to 
the knowledge of his superiors his office 
would not be worth one hour's purchase. 

AN OUTSIDE VIEW. 

The Seattle Telegraph of July 30th con- 
tains an interesting article on tho Canada 
Western Railway. Tho writer baa studied 
the subject carefully and has formed clear 
ideas as to tbu results that will be produced 
by the construction of the road. This is 
what it says about tho route of the projected 
railway and the country through which it is 
to pass : 

"The proposed road will start from Vic- 
toria and follow the eastern shore of Van- 
couver Island, utilizing probably the present 
road t'i Nanaimo, and will run as far as 
Port McNeil, near the northern extremity 
of the Island. About midway between Nu- 
naimo and Port McNeil the very narrow 
channel separating the Island from the 
Mainland will be bridged, and tho road will 
proceed via Bute Inlet, probably, in a gen- 
eral northwesterly direction to the Cariboo 
gold fields. Thence its courso will be in a 
more or lees direct route eastward to tho 
prairie country, crossing the Rocky moun- 
tains either by the Yellow Head pass or u 
new pass further to tho north. It may bo 
remembered that the original plan of the 
Canadian Pacific railway contemplated a 
location through the Yellow Head pass and 
a terminus at Bute Inlet." 

The Telegraph is of opiuion that the 
region between Bute Inlet and Yellow Head 
Pass possesses great capabilities as an agri- 
cultural" country. Tho climate, owing to 
the length of the summer day, is favorable 
to the growth of wheat. The land of much 
of the region is low-lying, and the winds 
from the Pacific Ocean make the climate 
much milder than iulaud states ami pro- 
vinces much further uoutli. Our contem- 
porary has formed a high opiuion of the 
Peace River District, which the Canada 
Western will bring within easy reach of Lho 
Pacific coast. It does not say much about 
the mineral resources of tho region which 
tho new road will open up. They are, 
without doubt, vory great— so great that 
no one need feel surprised at the discover- 
ies that will be made and the riebos of 
nature that will become available. 

The Telegraph believes that the construc- 
tion of the Canada Western will facilitate, 
und therefore hasten, the project of a rail- 
way to Asia through Alaska. This is the 
concluding paragraph of the article : 

"This railway will give easy access by 
means of a northern spur to the head waters 
of the Yukon, and will be a long step to- 
ward the realization of the project, which is 
by no means a visionary one, of a ruilway 
to Asia via Alaska. It will also tap the 
tributaries of the Mackenzie river, ono of 
the greatest waterways in the world and 
navigable for fully 1,500 miles during half 
the year at least. Tho best information 
available is that in the region between the 
Yukon ami Mackenzie there are many large 
and valuable deposits of precious minerals. 
There aro many valley" quit* well adapted 
to some description of farming. Indeed, of 
all projects now before tho public, none has 
more interest than tho proposed Canada 
Western. That it will be built at a very 
early day hardly admits of a doubt." 

Many people smile at the idea of uniting 
Asia and America by a railway, but almost 
as wonderful things as that havo happened 
in our own day. If anyono twenty years 
or so ago had said that Eastern Canada 
would be connected with the l'acific Coast 
by a splendid railroad, on which a journey 
across the continent could be made in less 
than six days, ho would be looked upon us 
a lunatic.

A HAWAIIAN SORCERESS. 

Some of Her frinies as Brought To Llglll 
Before the Courts. 

The steamer Australia, which arrived at 
San Francisco from Honolulu u few days 
since, contained advices to June 21. 

On Thursday afternoon, Juno !), after 
great difficulty in securing a native jury, 
occurred the trial of tho Lanai murderers 
before the Circuit Court at Walluku. A 
brief abstract of the case from the testi- 
mony presented, which was the most re- 
volting evur placed on record in the king- 
dom, is as follows : On Thursday, February 
11, a woman named Pulolo, who claimed to 
be a kahuna, or sorceress, and to have at 
her command a spirit named Ivillikina, 
had two of her soldiers, Rellikuewa and 
Kakalo, seize her husband and hold him, 
while she beat him cruelly and cut his feet 
with broken bottles till he could not walk. 
Not satisfied with this, she commenced pun- 
ishing a little 1 oy six years old, the sou of 
her eldest brother Ralu. Another Brother, 
Hoopii, being sceptical as to her supernatu- 
ral powers, at her command was seized and 
held by some of her attendants, while this 
inhuman wrotch hurnod him most horribly 
with torches ignited from a large tire in the 
dwelling near by. Her vampire instincts 
remaining still unquenched, she took the 
boy Kdaliilii in hand again, aud buffeted 
him about till he bled profusely at tho nose 
and mouth, while his father and others 
stood by and silently witnessed this new act 
of cruelty. 

This brutal sorceress finally put an end to 
tho boy's Buffering by sitting on his head 
till it bent to his waist like a broken reed, 
and life was extinct. The poor little corpse 
was then taken and laid out on a mat, and 
the helpless Hoopii was placed beside it 
with his face to the wall guarded by the so- 
called soldiers. Her next victim was her 
sister whom «lm suffocated with tho assis- 
tance of Kaholokai, by thrusting her head 
into hot sand. After this the dead body of 
her sister was placed on the matting beside 
the boy's. She then ordered her satellites 
to seize her late assistant Kaholokai, und 
they held him fast while she ' beat him to 
death. Tho next move in this frightful 
tragedy, after removing tho bodies of tho 
boy aud woman, was to cremate Kaholokai's 
corpse by burning the house with all its 
furniture und effects, thus hoping lo give an 
appearance of accidental conflagration. The 
other two bodies were afterward burned. 

The jury brought in a unanimous verdict 
of murder in the second deAue against 
Pulolo (20 years in prison) ana lour of the 
men, for the murder of tho boy. The re- 
mainder of the 10 persons arrested were 
discharged on this count, Out were held (as 
well as the fi\o already found guilty) to 
answer two other indictments — for the mur- 
der of the woman and man. Owing to the 
terrible pitch of popular feeling on Maui, 
there will probably he a change of venue 
granted before another trial takes place. 
The intensity of popular feeling among the 
natives is not directed against, kahunaism as 
a practice, b'ltj against this impostor who 
has falsely c. aimed the powers of a Hawaiian 
magician. 



CHOLERA I.N EUROPE. 

Causes General Alarm All Over the Con- 
tinent. 

St. Petersburg, June .'10. — Despatches 
received hero regarding the cholera epi- 
demic Btate that fifty-one fresh cases and 
thirty-one deaths havo occurred in trans- 
Cuspian country in live days. The de- 
patches also say that forty-eight new cases 
and thirty eight deaths were reported in 
Baku, on Sunday last. Other advices were 
received to tho effect that cholera had ap- 
peared in the vicinity of Bagdad, Asiatic 
Turkey. 

London, Juno .'10. — The Rome corre- 
spondent of tho Standard says: Officials 
have denied that cholera has made its 
appearance iu Brindiai. The government 
has issued a circular of instructions regard- 
ing the precautions to be taken in event of 
the epidemic invading Italy, 

The Vienna correspondent of tho Chroni- 
cle aays: The cholera has appeared in 
Daly. Five oases of the disease arc report- 
ed at Rrindisi and two cases in Laino, but 
none have proven fatal yet. Great alarm is 
felt by the people over the appearance of 
the malady in thia country, which has been 
greatly increased by the attempts of officials 
to keep the cases secret.

HON. TH£0. DAVIE CHOSEN 



To Succeed the Late Hon. John Rob- 
son as Premier of British 
Columbia. 

Others of the Cabinet Same as Before 
—Sketch of Mr. Davie's 
Career.

Humors of divers political changes that 
would have to ho made as a result of the 
death of Hon. Jno. Robson, Premier and 
Provincial Secretary, were set at rest last 
evening by the issue of a special extra of 
the B. C. Gazette, containing tho announce- 
ment cf the appointment of Hon. Theodore 
Davie ub Premier. 

Tho members of the former cabinet are all 
named iu the one just formed which will bo 
constituted as follows: 

Hon. Theodore Davie, Q.C., Premier, 
Attorney -General and ucting Provincial 
Secretary and Minister of Mines. 

Hon. 0. E. I'ooley, Q C, President of 
tho Executive Council. 

Hon. F. G. Vernon, Chief Commissioner 
of Lands und Works. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, Minister of Finance 
and Agriculture. 

Hon. James Baker, Minister of Educa- 
tion aud Immigration. 

The new Premier is yet a comparatively 
young man, being only 10 years of age, yet 
ho brings into play an energy ami ability 
possessed by few. He is, to all intents and 
purposes, a British Columbian, having lived 
here from childhood. He was born in Eng- 
land. His father was John Chapman Davie, 
Esq., formerly of Lyme Regis, Dorset, 
England, surgeon and u member of the 
Royal College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
who came to the Province in 1862, and died 
in 1SU7, being at the time of his decease, a 
member of the Legislative Assembly. The 
present Premier, Hon. Theodore Davie, was 
horn March 22, 1852, at Buxton, 
Seuton, England, and when only 
a lad, was brought with the family to 
Victoria. He was educated at private 
Schools, and afterwards studied law, being 
called to tho bar on April 10, 1S77. Iu 
188:2, he was returned to Parliament ; and 
again in 1SS0, he was elected to represent 
Victoria district. At this time his brother, 
Hon. A. E. 15. Davie, wus Premier, and 
when ho died, Hon. Theodore was taken 
into the Cabinet us Attorney-General, be- 
ing re-elected when ho went to his consti- 
tuency after being appointed an adviser of 
the Crown. At the last general elections, 
he was returned for Cowichan, ami moro 
especially during tho sessions of 1801 and 
1802, was a moat active and useful member 
of the Government. He was married Jan- 
uary 14, 1SS4, to Alice N., daughter of 
Gregory York, late of Galway, Ireland. 

Hon. Mr. Davie is one of tho best known 
advocates at the bar in the Province, and 
has u good reputation as a ok i 1 If u 1 counsellor 
and a clever pleader. Some years ngo, 
when a comparatively young lawyer and 
not so well known, Mr. Davie, as ho was at 
that time known, was employed to defend a 
prisoner on a charge of murder. Tho man's 
name was Sproule and the evidence against 
him was as direct as the Crown could wish, 
but Mr. Dcvie, taking up tho case for thu 
accused, made what is still remembered as 
ono of the hardest fights on record, and, 
though his client was convicted, the young 
counsel made for himself a name in the 
Province as a lighter From that 
time out friend and foe alike baa always 
been heard to say, "Well, Davie has 
got lots of grit and spunk anyway."

WHAT IS LEGAL ASSISTANCE? 

Au Interesting Murine Case Heard in the 
London Courts Recently. 

The London Times, of a recent date, con- 
tains tho following account of tho proceed- 
ings in u chargo against a ship captain, that 
will bo of some local interest. Tho Times 
sayB : At Bow Street Polico Court, Robert 
L. Deakin, a ship's captain, was charged 
with infringing section 10 of the Merohunt 
Shipping Act of 1S7J by not rendering all 
practicable assistance to tho crew of a ves- 
sel which had come into collision with a 
ship ho was commanding. Mr. Gwynne- 
James prosecuted on behalf of tho Board of 
Trade ; Mr. Newson appeared for tho de- 
fendant. Captain Tyrer said that on Maroh 
12, 1891, tho Roxburgh Castlo left New- 
port, Monmouthshire, bound for tho Pirreus. 
There was a crew of '21, and witness was tho 
master. At 1:20 on the Pith, the ship was 
off tho Sevenstono lightship. Up to that 
time there had been some snowstorms, but 
the weather afterwards moderated. Ho re- 
mained on the deck during tho whole of tho 
day until 7:.'10, when ho went bolow, 
having previously satisfied himself 
that the proper officers were in 
charge. The watch was relieved ut 
!) o'clock by an A. I!, named Whitelow. 
Soon afterward witness heard a grating 
noise above, und rushed from his cabin. 
When he arrived on deck he heard a heavy 
crash. It was too dark to see, but he knew 
he must have come into collision with some 
vessel on the starboard side. The spars and 
gear were falling about in all directions. 
He returned to the cabin for a moment, and 
on going to the lower bridge found all tho 
hands, with the exception of the chief engi- 
neer, assembled there. He gave an order 
with regard to the engines, and found 
that the vessel was sinking at the 
stem, although only two minutes hud 
elapsed since the collision. Tho mainmast 
had fallen over the side. Ho gave tho 
order to lower the starboard lifeboat, but 
it had been cut in two by the collision. 
The cutter and gig were already under 
water, and an attempt was made to lower 
tho port lifeboat, but the wire stays that 
had fallen from the niaintopmast were out- 
side the davits, and made it impossible to 
swing it. The*lifoboat was lowered and all 
got into it. About 10 minutes ufter the 
collision und two minutes after they were in 
the boat, the shipheeled ovcrand disappeared 
from view. At this time all the crew were 
in the water. Before tho Rogburgh Castle 
sank blue lights were shown to attract the 
attention of those on tho other vessel, which 
turned out to be the British Peer. Witness 
went down with the vessel, and on coming 
to the surface he, being a good swimmer, 
took oil' some of his clothing in the water 
and swam towards the British Peer. Ho 
then blew a boatswain's whistle ho hap- 
pened to havo with him and attracted tho 
attention of the British Peer, whose 
lights he could plainly hoc. A 
rope was thrown to him and ho was 
pulled on board. He saw tho defendant 
thore, and said, " For God's sake, captain, 
put out a boat and save my crew." The de- 
fendant replied, " f have enough to do to 
look after my own ship." Whilst ho was 
speaking thore was a man in tho water cry- 
ing for help, and ten minutes after he was 
pulled on board by meuii9 of ropes, witness 
holding a light over the side. Tho rescued 
man was an A.B. named Whitelow. There 
were two lifeboats and a gig on the British 
Peer, but no effort was made to lower them, 
although there was no heavy eea 
running ut the time. When witness 
had changed his clothes on board 
the British Peer he was told by ono of tho 
crew that there were only nine inches of 
water in tho well. He asked the defendant 
if it wus correct , and was told that it was 
the uauul quantity. Cress-examined by Mr. 
Newson, witness said the British Peer was 
a sailing vessel bound for Trinidad. When 
he got on board lie found her bowsprit 
and headgear had been carried away utid 
her bows were btove in, but he 
was not aware that her mainmast 
was shaky. It wua necessary that the 
wreckage should be cleared away, but not 
urgent. There was nothing to prevent the 
British Peer from sinking except the colli- 
sion bulkhe.'d. At witness' suggestion, on tho 
morning following the collision, rope 
fenders were put over the bows and covered 
with a sail. The stem was knocked over 
from port to starboard. Whilst in the 
water, swimming towards the British l'eer, 
which was about half a mile off, ho heard 
many men cry out for help. If be had not 
remained on the deck ho doubted if While- 
low would have been rescued, ns only two 
of the men assisted him, the remainder tak- 
ing no notice. When he went on the deck 
at 12 o'clock on tho night of the collision he 
was horrified to hear the look-out man Bay 
be bad just beard more erien for help. Yes- 
terday Deukin was committed for trial, bail 
being accepted for his appearance.

Consul Myers Thinks That All the 
Fleet at Port Etches Will 
he Rounded Up.

No Further Facts Have Come to Haml 
— A Few Opinions on the 
Subject, 



The seizure of the supply Btcamcr Co- 
quitlam and tho ordering away of the fleet 
■of twenty-five British schooners found with 
her at Tort Ktches, was the one inexhaust- 
ible subject of conversation, yesterday, tl» 
sealerB talking of nothir.g else from rnorniug 
till night. 

No BOW facta were obtained from the 
Queer, on her arrival, although tho story as 
published in the Com unist was corroborated 
and borne out in all details by letters re- 
ceived by the Association from Captains 
Grant and Kelley. The Cocjuitlam arrived 
in Sitka only a very short time before the 
Queen sailed, and so tho future movements 
of the American authorities in regard to her 
cannot be known until the Topeka .arrives— 
some day this Woe':. 

"You had really all there is in tho mat- 
ter in your paper this morning,'* said Capt. 
'Cox to a Colokmt man who went to him 
for information. "Tho steamer will prob- 
ably be released on bonds, and then the 
legality of the seizure will have to be fought 
out in the courts. It is very evident to all 
of us whore the wholo trouble arose — the 
commander of the Corwin was searching for 
a pretext upon which to interfere with our 
supplies." 

The Seniors' Association n?et for a short 
time in the morning and discussed the new 
phaso in thetflituation, hut deferred action 
for further information upon which to go to 
work intelligently. 

Collector of Customs Milno wishes it dis- 
tinctly understood that when the Cocjuit- 
lam left port, there was nothing irregular 
about her papers. Tho outward manifest 
was made out in the customary manner, 
and no fault could reasonably be found with 
it. The collector has wired the information 
contained in yesterday's Colonist to Ottawa 
and looks for a reply to his dispatch to-day. 
He does not think any trouble will come of 
tho new complication. 

Levi W. Myers, American consul, also 
treats the matte 1- as one not liable to lead 
to any unusual difficulty. 

"The case to my mind," said the consul, 
"is very similary to the seizure of 
the American tug Mogul some four years 
ago. Up to that time tugs had been allowed 
to tow up to the three-mile limit, but the 
Canadian government ruled that their juris- 
diction extended to the middle of the 
straits. The tug was the first to come 
within the newly defined limits and was, of 
courso, seized. The matter was taken to 
the courts and the judgment went against 
the owners of the tug. No American 
thought of making a fuss about the matter. 
It is true that a request of a very mild 
nature was made by some persons interested 
that, as the case was tho first of the kind 
and resulted from ignorance of the new regu 
lutions the fine be remitted, but this wus 
not done and the matter dropped. I regard 
the seizure of the Coquitlam as simply the 
result of an infraction of the revenue laws, 
and see no reason why there should be 
any international Biguificance attached 
to it. The law requires that a 
vessel must report at the first 
port of entry, and in accordance with this 
the Coquitlam Bhould have put in at Sitka, 
and had her papers inspected by the proper 
officials. The law also Bays that any gov- 
ernment hus tho right to send revenue 
officers aboard of any vefisel which comes 
within twelve miles of the shore. 

"These officers havo a right to inspect 
the manifest and other papers, and in case 
there is anything unsatisfactory in them, 
tho vessel is liable to seizure. Tho Coquit- 
lam took a course much as if an American 
vessel had passed by the port of Victoria 
and begun to trade over in Vancouver, it 
not being a port of entry. Such a vessel 
would uudoubtedly be seized. Another 
thing which must be taken into considera- 
tion is the fact th it by receiving goods from 
the Coquitlam, the schooners have also come 
in conflict with the law, and have made 
themselves equally lublo with the steamer. 
I have no doubt but that they will also be 
seized as fast as they can be rounded up. 

"I was in consultation to-day with Major 
Williams, the American officer in charge of 
the Seal Islands, and an expert in matters 
pertaining to revenue laws, and he agrees 
with me that the case is simply one of an 
infraction of revenue laws, and bus no in- 
ternational significance. I cannot see how 
the matter can have any reference to the 
modus vivendi or the sealing question. 
The cjurta will have to decide the case, and 
if the American Government is in the wrong 
in making the seizure, then, of course, the 
matter will have to bo made right. I have 
wired an account of theulTair as it appeared 
in the local papers to my government, but, 
so far, have had no reply. I expect to re- 
ceive instructions hi the matter in a day or 
two."

NENT IN WORLD'S FAIR WORK. 



Interesting rorsonal Sketches of tho 
Nino Vico Presidents of the Board of 
I^udy Managers — What tho Fair Is Ex- 
pected to Accomplish for Women.

It is doubtful if any one thought when 
tho boitrd of lady managers of the 
World's Columbian exposition was cre- 
ated by congress and Mrs. Potter Palmei 
•was made president that there would be 
so many opportunities opened to women,

stato of New York, John Boyd Thacher, 
said tho oilier day: 

"Tho exposition will do inoro foi 
women than the woman's suffrage move- 
ment ever dreamed of doing." 

Mrs. Palmer's name has become very 
familiar during tho last eighteen months 
as tho head and front of the woman's 
department. After her may be named 
tho vice presidents — nino in all, repre- 
senting as many different states. To a 
Now York woman, Mrs. Ralph Traut- 
maun, was given the office of first vice- 
president, it being' quite natural that the 
Empire state should be allowed to lead 
off in this way. Mrs. Trautmann's Ger- 
man name inclines tho stranger to think 
of her as a foreigner; but sho was born 
iu New York city, and her loyalty tc 
state and country stands parallel witl: 
that of her husband, who, although Ger 
man born, having cotno to tho United 
States very early in life, is true to the 
homo of his adoption. 

Mrs. Trautmann is not unknown in 
charitablo organizations in Now York. 
Sho is a member of tho executivo com- 
mittee of tho board of managers of the 
Hahnemann hospital, and sho was one 
of tho founders of tho Health Protective 
association. Sho not only believes in 
tho capabilities of women, but sho is- 
convinced that tho World's fair offers 
them rare opportunities for displaying 
their capabilities. Anything she under- 
takes sho carries through to tho end 
without faltering, and sho is altogethei 
a woman of remarkable executivo abil- 
ity.

Mrs. Edwin C. Burleigh, tho wife ot

agers. Her name was presented by Mrs. 
Isabella Bcecher Hooker in behalf of the 
New England members. Mrs. Burleigh 
is a woman of ran.' tact and grace. She 
possesses intellectual attainments of a 
high order and is cautious in her judg- 
ment. .She has been a constant help- 
meet to her husband and has contributed 
materially to his business and political 
success. She exercises a cordial hos- 
pitality iu her homo at Augusta, and sho 
has a largo circle of friends that extends 
beyond the borders of the stato. Hot 
sons and daughters are grown and sho 
has leisure to devote to tho work of the 
fair. Sho and her helpers in Maine have 
carried on an extensive correspondence 
and have labored with success to secure 
tho activo assistanco of tho press.

BUSINESS TAXATION. 

The Spaniards Emphatically lieslst the New 
Imposts. 

Madrid, July 2. — A serious riot was 
caused to-da;", by the popular feeling against 
the new taxes on business transactions. 
Yesterday the Bourse showed tlieic opposi- 
tion to the new law by declining to do any 
business. To-day the market men and 
women made a different and more disorderly 
demonstration. They formed a procession 
and marched through the atreols, shouting 
and yelling, and in every wuy showing their 
disapprobation of the new law.

Tho crowd held their ground 
and mot tho charge of the guard >vith a 
shower of stones and other missiles. 'The 
command was finally given to lire.

Many of the crowd fell 
into tho streets with blood pouring from 
their wounds and the others (led. Tho 
wounded were picked up and placed upon 
improvised litters and carried to tho hos- 
pitals.

GLADSTONE'S BREAK. 

He Attacks the Government on Other Issues 
Thau Those of Ireland. 

GLASGOW, July 2. —On his arrival here, 
to day, to deliver a campaign address, Mr. 
Gladstone was welcomed by a throng of at 
least fifty thousand persons, who had 
braved tho heavy rain that was falling, in 
their desire to catch a glimpsu of the old 
statesman. To-night, the theatre in which 
Mr. Gladstone spoke, was crowded to BufTo- 
cation. Mr. Gladstone devoted his rem irks 
mainly to arguments for Home Kulo.^He 
introduced a surprise, however, at ono 
point of his address by making an effective 
retort to the Tory churge that 
tho Liberals had becomo allies of 
Romo by their Irish affiliations. lie 
denounced tho Government for Bonding a 
special envoy to the Vatican and for con- 
ferring upon tho Pope what he termed a 
most monstrous power, such as the right to 
Interfere in the marriages of British sub- 
jects in Malta. This involved, he declared, 
n the power of ^legitimatizing the 
children of parents who had renounced 
Catholicism. Tho subject, seemed novel to 
the audience who showed their appreciation 
of a new theme in politics by interrupting 
the orator's allusions with frequent cries of 
"Shame," etc. The ineiflont is hailed with 
pleasure by the Liberal managers, who have 
been lamenting tho "Grand Old Man's" 
tendency to put all issues except that of 
Homo Rule entirely out of his mind. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Fatal Fighting In Martinique. 

Martiniquk, July 1.— Tho recent muni- 
cipal elections created great excitement and 
resulted in one murder and probably tho 
fatal stabbing of another man. Tho rival 
leaders in the election disturbances were St. 
Ives and Nicol. Thoy met in tho street 
and after a dispute knives were drawn. Tho 
two fought a long time, cutting each other 
viciously. Nicol finally drovo his knife 
into St. Ives' stomach, and tho hitter died 
almost immediately. Before receiving his 
death wound St. Ives plunged hia knife into 
Nicol'a breast. The latter fought with des- 
peration after tho injury, but fell exhausted 
on the street after fatally stabbing his op- 
ponent. He was removed to a house and is 
now in a critical condition. Many leaders 
of both parties havo been arrested. 

l>nel Hot ween Generals. 
Cm- ot- Mexico, July 1.— A duel is 
pending between two prominent generals of 
tho American army, growing out of a sham 
battle which was fought some weeks ago in 
the vicinity of the capital by B, largo body 
of Mexican troops in the presence of Presi- 
dent Diaz and a vast concourse of visitors. 
One of the gene als, Sostenes Rochawa, a 
distinguished officer, now on the retired list, 
published a series of articles in 101 Com bate, 
a paper devoted to military affairs, criticis 
mg the manoeuvres generally from a strate- 
gic and scientido standpoint. These attacks 
were not. relished by General Gasper San- 
chez Ochoa, commanding the body of troops 
which acted on tho offensive in the engage- 
ment, and he made a hitter retort, insiiiu- 
ating that his detractor was inspired by 
jealousy and other base motives in thus as- 
sailing hiln, This has been considered in 
tho light of a personal insult, and a chal- 
lenge sent has been accepted. 

Humbert ns an Arbitrator. 

Rome, July 1— Tho American and British 
ministers have requested, on behalf of their 
respective governments, that King Hum- 
'bert appoint an arbitrator to take part in 
tho settlement of the controversy between 
tho United States and Great Britain regard- 
ing the Behring Sea question. 

l ever In London, 

London, July 1. — The fever epidemic in 
London is growing more serious. Reports 
of fresh cases are received from all districts. 
In six hospitals 2,4,30 patients are suffering 
with scarlet fever. Most of the patients 
are ehildJen. Some inconvenience i.i met 
with in treating the iuflux of patients, owing 
to the scarcity of nurses. 

Snlil lo lie Prrpiirlnir. 

London, July 2. — A high Government 
official told n representative of tho Asso- 
ciated Press that the cabinet is showing 
conviction of coming defeat by settling pri- 
vate papers and preparing to vacate the 
offices. The British non-conformists have 
issued a manifesto ua a counter to the Ul- 
ster movement. The Speaker estimates the 
Irish electoral result as anti-Parnollitcs 75. 
Unionists 20, Parnellites S. The Unionists 
say they are certain of 28 seats, and the 
Parnellites claim 21. 

Uchrlne sea Arbitration. 

Pahis, July 1.— The ambassadors of 
Great Britain and the United S'ates arc 
here, busily occupied over the prelimi- 
naries attending the coming Behring Sea 
arbitration tribunal. It is believed the 
court will not meet before August. A well- 
known authority suid to an Associated 
Press representative : "There are only five 
men from whom Curnot can choose the 
French arbitrators, for only five men 
fulfil the p qulrements, namely, jurists of 
distinguished reputation and acquainted 
with tha English tongue. Of these five, 
ono only exactly fits the requirements." 

Nothing so Good,

stripes. 

Of course I did not vent tiro into Chili. 
That goes without snyiugl 

But as this is not tho first time by sev- 
eral that 1 have traversed tho length 
and breadth of "my own, my native," 
and us on former occasions 1 have 
"done" all the peaks and pikes, tho big 
trees, high mountains and deep valleys, 
tho boiling spiings and icy canyons, tho 
Indians and tho prairie dogs, tho sago 
plains and foolish climbs, tho Mormons, 
whero seven women had one husband; 
and tho convents, where seventy women 
have no husband at all; tho Chinese 
quarter of 'Frisco, and tho palaco homes 
of that most inconsistent of cities 
whither ono must carry one's entire 
wardrobe, including diaphanous tex- 
tures for sultry mornings and sealskin 
coats for tho afternoons of the samo 
days; as I have, in fact, seen all that is 
to bo seen of nature's handiwork in the 
best known portions of the states, I 
rather devoted myself upon this excur- 
sion to thoso human features of tho 
scenery, which, like the mountains and 
tho valleys, have a general resemblance 
to each other and yet vary each from 
each in some subtle yet essential man- 
ner. 

"Ono star differeth from another star 
in glory," and yet stars have a decided 
family resemblance to each other; no- 
bod)- would over mistake a star for a 
lion or an eagle, for instance, and in 
most cases nobody would mistake an 
American for a Briton or a Teuton for a 
Frenchman. So, although all men are 
"bipeds without feathers" according to 
tho cynical old philosopher, ono man 
differeth from another man in glory, if 
glory it is, and if, according to Mr. 
Pope, tho "noblest study of mankind is 
man," it is not impossible that the dear- 
est "study of" womankind lies in the 
same direction. 

Wo have a big country, as we aro 
rather fond of pointing out, especially to 
people who dwell upon a certain small 
island at the west of Europe, and ono 
consequence of this extent of territory 
is that wc Lave fellow citizens differing 
as much from ourselves in typo as a 
Scotchman differs from an Italian. 

Now in a journey from New York to 
California ono is in tho way of meeting 
a "selected assortment" of all these dif- 
fering types, and I did so, especially as 
our party, representing a press associa- 
tion, would naturally find interests and 
affinities everywhere that a newspaper 
is printed or read, and I am safe to say 
that no cluster of five houses is to be 
found from Maine to California, or from 
Florida fo Vancouver's, whore tho news 
of tho world is not read and commented 
on with intelligent interest. 

Of course persons who spend their 
lives in one absorbing pursuit aro not 
going to quite throw aside its habits 
even when on an outing for rest and 
recreation, anil I noticed with an indul- 
gent smile that a good many of us al- 
most involuntarily "interviewed" some 
of tho others and made mental if not 
penciled notes for future use. Among 
tho rest a very bright and talented man 
talking upon this subject of our cosmo- 
politan citizenship asked me, "Now 
which do you really prefer— tho pastern, 
western or southern men?" 

I laughed and told him that I was not 
going to help him out in his next "per- 
sonal." But tho question set me think- 
ing and I looked about mo a little, not 
only at our own party, but at thoso who 
met us on route. 

One of ourselves was, as I should sup- 
pose, a typical Boston man, and of 
course all Now Euglandera are well con- 
tent to be caUed Bostonians. This gen- 
tleman was slender and spare of figure, 
with (dear cut features, intelligent, 
shrewd and cautious eyes, often hard- 
ening into severity; a thin lipped, pas- 
sionless mouth anil a pallid complexion. 
His manner was cold and somewhat re- 
served, but perfectly courteous and self 
restrained. IIo reminded one a little of 
Hamlet, who was not to be lightly 
moved by man, "nay, nor woman either,'' 
although some Horatio or Horatia might 
fancy so. 

Just at first tho Latin blood, which 
decidedly predominates over that of 
New England in my veins, was a littlo 
chilled by this gentleman's cold and 
speculative manner of regarding me; I 
felt somewhat as if I were a missionary 
and he a Timbuctoo-ian considering 
which portion of my anatomy would 
make the best "dainty dish to sot before 
the king." But us time went on I found 
that so far from intending to dissect and 
devour me, my Bostonian was most 
scrupulous about so much as touching 
tho outermost fringes of my belongings, 
apologizing with gravity and sincerity 
because in lowering a blind his hand 
had grazed my arm. I feel quite suro 
that Sir Philip Sydney was a Bostonian 
by "intent-ion," if not in fact. On tho 
whole, 1 was very much pleased with 
this pronounced typo of tho gentleman 
of Now England, and in all seriousness 
felt very sure that in any one of thoso 
accidents by lire or flood or other re- 
markablo distress, when women aro oc- 
casionally thrown upon tho honorable 



protection of man, ono could not bo 
surer of delicato and respectful treat- 
ment than ;it tho hands of a Bostonian. 

And yet — and yet — ono wonders a lit- 
tlo how ho would go to work to disclose 
a tender passion or to rave against a 
rival. Olio might as easily imagino a 
company of big icicles having a jolly 
party over a good fire, and drinking each 
other's health in steaming rum punch. 

Of course wo had several men of New- 
York with us. It Is to me a vory fa- 
miliar typo of man, and yet I studied it 
with a fresh interest as contrasted with 
tho rest. 

Tho Now Yorker carries in faco and 
form and spcccli and action the fact 
that ho lives in a very big city, and that 
competition, while it is the soul of trade, 
is very apt to bo the death of the trader, 
whether his trade lies in brains or cot- 
ton. The Now Yorker, if anything, is 
alert; ho feels that it is his duty and his 
necessity to "catch on" to every new 
idea, every now promise or development, 
every new "chance" before tho next 
man "gets there." Ono may bo excused 
for describing him by slang, for ho uses 
a great deal of it— those terse aud pun- 
gent expressions which men invent to 
convey an idea not to bo communicated 
by Johnsonian English. Parallel to this 
habit of slang is tho New Yorker's love 
of abbreviation and minimization; ho 
speaks of tho elevated road as the "L," 
of tho Atlantic ocean as "the pond," of 
his country as "U.S.," of millions of 
dollars as "spot cash," of tho electric 
telegraph as "the wire," and so on ad 
infinitum. 

In brief, his habitual hurry leads him 
to discover tlio briefest form in which to 
convey his ideas, and bis habitual irrev- 
erence and self confidence lead him to 
speak lightly and, as it were, in a pat- 
ronizing spirit of tho biggest things in 
nature or humanity which ho may 
chanco to encounter. This habit of 
mind extends to tho New Yorker's social 
manner aud attitude. Ho is impatient 
of prosiness; he is incredulous of senti- 
ment; ho never forgets tho practical side 
of his lovemaking or his attentions. 
One New York man boldly avowed that 
ho only gave his seat in tho L car to a 
pretty woman whom ho might wish to 
know, to a woman of society at whoso 
house ho might wish to visit, or to an 
old woman who would speak well of 
him. Whether this was true or not it 
was eminently a New York cynicism. 

But for all this cynicism, irreverence, 
rush and self confidence, your New 
Yorker is a pleasant companion and a 
good comrade. IIo likes champagne, 
and under its genial influence expands 
into anecdote and jest, repartee and at- 
tack, nearly as sparkling as his favorite 
wine, although, like it, possessing moro 
brilliancy than body. His prudence and 
wideawakencss tell him whero to stop 
both the wine and the jest, and tho lit... • 
supper or the theater party conducted 
by a New Yorker seldom bequeathes a 
headache or a regret to the next morning. 

If I had an intellectual or moral diffi- 
culty to solve, I would consult a Boston 
man; if 1 required financial advice — not 
help, if you please — or if I wero ii: 
social puzzle of any sort, or wanted to 
know the character of any human being 
of note. 1 would ask it of a Now York 
7iian; but if I had a hurt heart, or had 
dono a foolish and imprudent thing 
and wanted to get out of it graceful- 
ly, I would scrupulously avoid telling 
either tho ono or tho other, for the 
Bostonian would stonily stare his disap- 
proval and tho New Yorker would offer 
a jest or a cynicism, or show that my 
weakness had in his eyes broken down 
somo of tho barriers between hilAelf 
and ono who had not known how to 
guard herself from mistakes. 

To whom would I turn in such a 
strait, you ask? Why, most assuredly 
to a southerner; aye, or to a westerner, 
diverse though they be. Tho southerner 
would understand me better and save 
much of tho pain and humiliation of 
confessing the fully or tho credulity that 
hod led to the troublo | wo imagine; but 
the westerner would bo even more ready 
to shield and comfort tho sufferer. 

Of courso, on tho excursion wo allude 
to, wo met many westerners, some of 
whom I had learned to know and to 
value in tho courso of my lecturing tour 
some two years since, and the sensAtion 
in renewing the acquaintance was as 
when, stepping from the heated and life- 
less atmosphere of the drawing room 
car, ono meets the first rush of t he prairie 
wind — fresh, full of ozone, a little bois- 
terous, yet full of sweet, wholesome 
scents of grass and wild growths and 
miles of unused atmosphere. 

There is no hospitality like that of tho 
western man; tho southerner is hospi- 
table, but with discrimination; a joint 
antebellum distrust of a northerner 
lingers in his breast and his political 
likes and dislikes are rather apt to take 
a personal form. Also be likes to know 
something of his guest's family, social 
standing and antecedents. Theso mat- 
ters pleasantly adjusted, tho right man 
or woman may remain for months or 
years as guest in a southern home, and 
never perceive, because it would never 
exist, the slightest wonder on tho part 
of bis hosts as to when tho visit would 
terminate. 

But tho westerner's hospitality is not 
handicapped by such, or by any, limita- 
tions; he receives whatever guest may 
come in his way, caring very littlo how 
or why he came, utterly indifferent, as 
to his anceftry or family tics, very in- 
dulgent as to his social manners or 
habits, largely tolerant of his political 
or religious views, although they may 
diametrically oppose his own. He docs 
not lay himself out as the southerner 
docs to entertain his guest, or trouble 
himself to make him acquainted with 
other persons; ho simply throws open 
the doors of hid home and cxpoeis the 
guest to share its privileges without 
formality or protestations of gratitude. 
Only if this hospitality should bo abused, 
and the warmed adder begin to show 
his nature, then God pity tho traitor, 
for I know not whether western riflo or 
southern pistol is the swifter or sterner 
avenger. What law and damages arc- 
to the east and to New York, gunpow- 
der and steel aro to tho west and south. 

But apart from hospitality, either the 
western or the southern man is a wel- 



come and congenial companion— the for- 
mer in a loud, jovial sort of fashion, tho 
latter in a more refined and delicate 
stylo not seldom touched with a pensive 
strain, easily lending itself to romance 
and sentiment. 

The western man tells you a good 
deal about himself, his possessions, his 
pursuits, his agricultural or political 
purposes; he has very littlo reserve, and 
takes your interest and sympathy for 
granted with a naivete which com- 
monly evokes the feeling ho appeals to. 

Tho southerner, on tho other hand, is 
a littlo silent and reserved about him- 
self at first, but as the acquaintance 
ripens ho talks to you about himself and 
shows snch a real and cordial interest in 
anything you may choose to tell him as 
to often lead on to indiscreet confidences; 
and yet hardly indiscreet, for the south- 
ern gentleman is the safest confidant in 
tho world, except perhaps a Roman 
Catholic priest; and if his advice is not 
very practical or valuable, it is a good 
deal to bo so heartily indorsed and ap- 
proved of, as you aro suro to bo by him. 

Now you ask, at tho end as at tho be- 
ginning, which manner of men do I like 
best? And I can only reply that each 
ono has his merits and his peculiarities, 
perhaps also his faults, or we will call 
them tho defects of his virtues, and that 
with whichever 1 am thrown in contact 
I can spend a pleasant day, and be sure, 
if I am in need, of loyal and manly pro- 
tection. 

God bless tho American man!

Dainty and Useful. 
Tho jauntiest conceit that has ap- 
peared in a very long time is this at- 
tractive basket, for long after its sweet 
burden has gone it proves a dainty re- 
ceptacle for delicate fancy work in tho 
drawing room or boudoir. Tho model 
is constructed of a small leghorn hat, 
not a very fine quality, costing less than

half a dollar; a half yard of crupo silk, 
at thirty-nine cents a yard, to bo had at 
all tho stores; four yards of ribbon an 
inch wide, tho same shado as tho silk, 
tho model being in fresh pink, satin or 
grosgrain at choice, and a handful of 
beautiful carnations, to lie purchased for 
very little, as it is a showy, inexpensive 
flower, and a bit of heavy bonnet wire 
to form the handle. Roll the brim and 
tack it firmly in place with needle and 
heavy linen thread; then twist the rib- 
bon about tho wire for the handle, in- 
serting sprays of carnations in the twists 
toward the lower part of tho right side 
of the handle. 

When entirely covered tho desired 
length, bend the wire into loops at the 
ends, which will make it far easier to 
fasten in place inside tho crown of tho 
hat, as a handle. The bag is next fash- 
ioned by sewing two strips of the silk to- 
gether, running a gathering thread in 
the lower side, and a casing surmounted 
by a ruffle at tho lop. It must be sewed 
firmly ami neatly inside the hat, just as 
a hat lining is put in, after the placing 
of the bund. The inside of this dainty 
silken pocket may be entirely lined with 
white silk, or the crown of tho hat may 
be lined with tinfoil, and tho silk pocket 
above left light and airy. 

Ribbons are to be drawn through at 
the top cosing, find dainty butterfly rucbn 
bows set upon the handle just above th'< 
carnations and also on the brim of the 
hat. A bunch of carnations is then 
drawn through the roll of the brim and 
this fairy basket is complete. Another 
less complicated tiny basket for boa- 
bons or trifles is made of a very delicate, 
cheap little white straw basket, lined 
inside with a bit of bright silk fulled 
over a tiny pad of cotton batting sachet, 
and finished in a tiny ruffle at the edge. 
The handle is wound with daisy ribbon 
tho color of the silk and garnished with 
a minute butterfly bow at tho top. A 
tiny band of marabou feathers covers 
tho outride in the same shade as the silk 
and ribbon, or fur may bo used with a 
tiny knot of gay flowers tucked in its 
long hairs at ono sido and peeping over 
into the basket. 

These lovely baskets aro very avail- 
able in using up old materia]. A last 
summer's hat freshened at the cleaner's 
(an inexpensive cleaner), or even wet 
thoroughly and pressed carefully with a 
hot iron at home, garnished with poppies, 
forgetmenots, violets, buttercups, or- 
chids, with fresh silk and ribbons to 
match, and you have a confection that 
will delight tho eye, while tho tiny 
basket will use up all the small bit's left 
over from winter gowns. As favors for 
luncheon parties or Juno lawn parties 
pothing could be more appropriate than 
a hat full of flowers. Tho happy recip- 
ient will note well the added loveliness 
to her crisp summer gown wdien she 
adjusts her well won prize upon her 
rounded arm.

Tkfl Capture anil Esrapn of a Government 
Seoul.

In the fall of 1S0G, while tho Indian 
tribes of Kansas, Nobraslta and Colorado 
wore professing peace yet making ready 
for the bloody spring campaign which 
cost so many lives, Black Bird, a son of 
Roman Nose, the famous Cheyenne chief, 
paid a visit to Fort Larnod. Ho was a 
young man about twenty years of ago, 
tall, active and brave as a lion. Although 
be made- the excuse of trade, and although 
be did purchase a few supplies, it was be- 
lieved by overybody nt tho p st that ho 
came as a Bpy. There had been a war 
council of all tho tribes, and it had boon 
agreed to open a war in the spring which 
should not cease until the white man was 
driven east of tho forks of the Kansas 
rivor. 

One of the hunters and scouts attached 
to tho fort at that time was a man named 
Joe Hall, who had served as a scout 
under General Shordian. Ho was thirty- 
five years old, strong and rugged, ana it 
was said of him that he didn't know what 
fear was. He lirmly believed that young 
Black Bird came to ascertain and report 
on tho strength of tho fort, and he picked 
a quarrel witli him to obtain satisfaction. 
Black Bird, although alone and realizing 
that he had no friends there, did not show 
the white feather. It was a tight with 
knives, beginning so suddenly that th 
officers could not interfere. Tho Indian 
was wounded and disarmed, and in order 
to humble him still more Hall spat upon 
him and retained his knife as a trophy 
It was an act criticised and lamented by 
tho officers, and a disgrace thoy knew 
would have to be washed out in blood 
and Hall himself realized that from th«t 
hour every man tf tho Cheyenno tribe 
would thirst for his life. Two wee' 
later old Roman Nose sent in the follow- 
ing message : 

"'Give up the man who insulted my 
son and 1 will bo satisfied. If you do not 
it shall be war between us and tho whites 
as long as I have a warrior able to raise a 
tomahawk I" 

Tho demand was of course refused, and 
to give Hall a bett r show to protect him- 
self he was transferred to Fort Lyon, 
Colorado. The Indians srfou learned of 
the change, and Black Bird was given the 
conmand of ten warriors and ordered not 
to return to his father until he brought 
Hall's scalp. During the greater part of 
the winter this band hung about Fort 
Lyon for an opportunity to kill tho scout 
He know of their presence, but made no 
change in his programme. Ho had a 
mule almost as fleet of foot as an ante 
lope, and always carried a Winchester 
and two revolvers. 

Spring came, and with it the opening 
of savage warfare. The Indians took tho 
held determined to swoop everything be 
fore thorn. In Juno Joo Hall was sent 
from Fort Lyon to Fort Wallace with 
dispatches. The intervening country was 
literally swarming with hostiles, but he 
was within three miles ot Wallace befori 
he found his position perilous. Roman 
Noso and his band, numbering about 350 
bucks, made a sudden dash on the over- 
land stage statii n a mile from tho fort 
and gobbled up about fifty horses aud 
mules. They expected to get tho scalps 
of the five or six employees as well, but 
the men ran to their dugouts and ponied 
in such a hot tire as to drive the Indians 
oil'. Roman Nose then ordered an attack 
on the fort, which was only a collection 
of tents and shanties and slimly garrison- 
ed. Ho was beaten off after a sharp 
fight, and while retreating his force came 
upon Hall trying to make the fort. 

The sc"Ut was cut of!', and ho turned to 
make a run for it. His mule would have 
distanced any pony in tho band, but the 
race had scarcely begun when a bullet 
from the rifle of a pursuer struck Hall in 
the back of the he^l It. was a spent ball 
and didn't draw blood, but it gave him 
such a shock that ho tumbled out of his 
saddle and was a prisoner when he recov- 
ered consciousness. There were thirty 
different warriors who know II dl by sight, 
and when it became known who the pris- 
oner was the rejoicing was something ter- 
rific. Ho was thoroughly up in the Chey- 
enne dialect, and of course caught every- 
thing said. When Roman Nose was told 
that Hall was tho prisoner so fortunately 
picked up, he rode up to him and said : 

" I have lost nine warriors to-day, but 
I shall no longer grieve. I am more 
pleased than as if I had captured the 
fort. " 

Hall know he must die, and he hoped 
to provoke tho chief to kill him off-hand, 
He called him a squaw, a coward and a 
braggart. He taunted him with having 
a coward for a son, and ho offered to tiL'ht 
ton of his men if they would turn him 
loose. .Some of the warriors were for 
killing him on tho spot, but the old chief 
waived them back and said : 

"We will put him to the torture ! He 
shall die ten times over ! Seven suns 
shall come and go before death comes to 
him I" 

The Choyennes had their headquarter 
villngo on tho Smoky Hill Fork, about 
thirty miles away, and thither the whole 
band proceeded. 

It was after dark when they reached 
the town, and Hall was tied hand and 
foot and placed in a tepee and four guards 
stationed around it. A small raiding 
party had that day captured a man be- 
longing to tho Seventh cavalry wagon 
train. The Cbeyeunes had determined 
not. to spare man, woman or child who 
foil into their hands, but after a poww »-# 
lasting an hour, the teamster was brought 
out and Roman No3e said to him ; 

" We have captured Flying Ilorso 
(Hall) and wo want all white men to know 
it. They will not believe us, but they 
will believe you. Come and see him." 

Ho was led to the tepee and Hall ad- 
mitted his identy and charged him with 
some farewell messages to friends. Ho 
also gave him the dispatches ho was t« 
deliver, or rather asked Roman Nose to 
do so, and the chief then said : 

" That your white brothers may know 
you have been a captive in our hands wo 
we will send them our mark." 

Ho thereupon s'icod off both of tho 
poor fellow's oars and handed them to 
him to put in his pocket. Tho direction 
of Fort Wallace was pointed out, and he 
was given one of the stage horses and 
started oil', reaching the post next fore- 
noon. There did not appear to he one 
chance in a hundred for Hall to escape, 
but tho villago had no soonor become 
quiet than ho began to plan. Ho was ao 



triced up that it was utterly impossible to 
free himself. He worked at his lashings 
for an hour or so, and then gave up the 
attempt. He knew tho situation of the 
village and tho country around it, and ho 
finally decided that his opportunity would 
come next day, when taken out to run 
t he gauntlet. No matter what tho rest 
of the programme is this portion or pro- 
face is never omitted. The Indians seem 
to got more amusement out of it than any 
other part. 

When morning came Hall's arms wore 
cast loose and he was provided with a 
hearty breakfast. Tho Indians know he 
was game, and they wanted him to keep 
his full strength and last as long as possi- 
ble. He also had an object in view and 
ate all thoy brought him. It was about 
!) o'clock when ho was taken out to run 
tho gauntlet. All his lashings wore cast 
off, a ropo tied around his waist, and ho 
was exercised for fifteen minutes to lim- 
ber him up. There were about 100 bucks 
in the linos as they were presently form- 
ed. In most instances the warriors are 
allowed to strike with clubs, tho handles 
of tomahawks or their hickory bows, but 
in this case only switches weio used. 

Hall was a swift runner, and his plan 
was to make a bolt for it when ho reached 
tho west end of the line. To his chagrin 
ho found a dozen mounted warriors 
placed to head off any such attempt. Ho 
made it, however. Running down the 
lines at the top of his speed and receiving 
a cut from almost every warrior as ha 
passed, he broke out on the prairie and 
ran for his life. The pursuing Indians 
could have killed him, but the idea was 
recapture. He got two full miles from 
camp and dodged them for an hour before 
this was accomplished. He was then 
made to pass up aud down tho lines four 
times, after which he was returned to the 
tepeo for an hour's rest. Being stark 
naked, every blow of tho switches had 
raised a welt and he was scarred' from 
head to heel. 

The next move on the programme was 
to bind him to a tree and throw knives 
and tomahawks at him. The idea was to 
torture his mind, but some of tho weap- 
ons slightly wounded him, and those who 
threw them were laughed at as bunglers. 
The lobe of one ear was split by a toma- 
hawk, and the riin of tho other carried 
away by a knifo. Hall won tho admira- 
tion of all the warriors by his display of 
nerve during the trying ordeal. At noon 
he was taken back to tho tepeo and given 
another hearty meal. It was about 1 
o'clock whon he was brought out to bo 
bound to a stako to undergo tho splinter 
torture. The old men and boys had fur- 
nished a great heap of dry splinters which 
were to be stuck into his flesh and light- 
ed. As four stalwart bucks were convey- 
ing Hall from tho tepeo to tho stake j 
something was happening on the eastern 
edgo of the camp. The Cheyennes had I 



threo days ago. It was thus with the 
food — tho last crumbs given to tho chil- 
dren with the last drops of wator. 

Somo of us languidly watched tho 
bo'sun as he stood on athwart and slowly 
turned about to scan tho sea from ovory 
point — some did not even loojc up. No 
one asked a question as the old man final- 
ly sat down. Men looked at each other, 
but it was with a vacant stnre. The wo- 
men sat with bowed head— tho childron 
seemed to sleop, though moaning faintly 
at intervals. 

No sail in sight. How could thoro be 
without a breath of air stirring '/ Tho 
same ball of lire creeping up out of tho 
immensity of tho Indian ocean — the samo 
glassy surface as far as tho eye can travel. 
On the port quarter is a monster shark 
which has maintained hia position for 
four days — on the starboard quarter his 
mate. Their presence tilled us with 
terror at first, now no one cares, 

It is two hours since tho sun came up. 
Not a word has been spoken. Of a sud- 
den the mother of tho little boy— -a curly 
haired, bluo eyed boy of seven — lifts her 
head in sudden alarm and looks about her 
with eyes Defraying tho terror in her soul. 
1 know tho cause. She has read and 
hoard of shipwrecks in midocoan — of 
boats drifting about until food aud water 
were gone — of men and women casting 
bits to aeo who should die. Cur food and 
water are gone. Wo are dying of hunger 
and thirst. She is holding the boy in her 
lap. She looks from his pale, pinched 
face to tho bo'sun and back, and her 
breath comes in gasps. 

Now the mother of this little girl — a 
sunny haired little thing scarce four years 
old —betrays the same fear. 1 am next 
to her. As our eyes meet I can read her 
thoughts ; thoy are tho thoughts of the 
other mother. Twelve days ago she was 
a handsome woman This morning her 
face is so pinched and drawn and brown- 
ed that 1 stare at her in amazement. 
There is fear in her eyes as she looks up 
at the bo'sun ; the fear is replaced by de- 
tianco as she glances at the others. 

Midforenoou comes, hut there is no 
change. No one has spoken— only two 
or three have changed their positions. 

It is noon now. Even the bo'sun lias 
fallen into a stupor, and one looking over 
the quarters might notice that the sharks 
had drawn a little nearer. 

" Somebody has got to die ! Do yo' 
hear me, bo'sun — we must cast lots to see 
who shall die !" 

It was the black whiskered, bootlo 
browed sailor whom I had noticed hun- 
grily eyeing the little hoy the day before. 
1 had said to myself then that he would 
bo the first to clamor for a sacrifice. 
He hud thrown oil' his stupor and risen to 
his feet, and as he shouted out his words 
his eyes glared like those of a hungry 
wolf. 

" We'll wait another day, Daniel," re- 



about 000 ponies in their herd, with fifty i plied the bo'sun with painful effort, 



or more captured horses and mules. Th 
herders, anxious to witness tho torture, 
had como into the v ill go, and Hall's 
mule, which was a vicious animal, took 
advantage of their absence to raise a rum- 
pus. Tho whole herd had become excit- 
ed, when an old buffalo bull, pursued by 
wolves, dashed into it. 

With the rush of a cyclono the whole 
herd broke for the village, and so sudden 
was the alarm that overybody was for the 
moment upset. The idea was that, an at- 
tack was being backed by soldiers. Tho 
frightened horses, followed by tho bellow- 
ing bull, ran over everything in their 
way, and Hall and his guard were knock- 
ed dow n like tenpins.

IN TUB BOSUN S BOAT. 

Morning has come again, and one after 
another of tho people rouse up and com- 
prehend the fact. The bo'sun is the only 
one having tho strength and ambition to 
stand up and look around — to search tho 
glassy sea for sight of sail. 

This is tho twelfth day since ivo loft tho 
burning ship — tho ninth since wo lost 
sight of tho other boats. Seven mon, 
threo women and two children — twelve 
of us — crowded into one of tho quarter 
boats, with tho bo'sun in charge. 

Twelve days ago the Capo of Good 
Hope was due west and 1,200 miles away. 
The three days' gale drove us to the north 
and separated the boats. Then came the 
calm— eight days of heaving and drifting 
under a sun which buniB aud blisters like

" Water ! Wator ! For God's sake give 
mo, wator !"

It is always thus 
when a great danger menaces — thoro is 
excitement and haste and nogluct. It 
had boon dealt out sparingly, grudgingly,

Columbia.

Sir John Thompson Accepts the Pro- 
position—British Columbia's New 
Electoral District. 



Tho following is tho Hansard roport of 
tho short debato on tho clause of tho 
Redistribution Bill that relates to 
British Columbia. Tho Housu was in 
committee at tho time : , 

"In tho Province of British Columbia : 

"(a) Tlio electoral district of Now 
Westminster shall return two mombors. " 

Mr. Corbould.-- 1 wish to propose an 
amendment to that section. The elector- 
al district of New Westminster according 
to tho proposod Bill will return two 
members. 1 think it is not advisable to 
cany that out, and 1 would ask to be 
allowed to amend that section so as to 
divide the district and let each district 
return ono member. I propose tho fol- 
lowing division of tho district : — 

"Tho olectorial district of Burrard 
shall consist of Now Westminster dis- 
trict and the Coast district, as defined in 
a public notice issued from the Lands and 
Works Oilice, on tho fifteenth day of 
December, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-nine, by tho desiro of tho Gov- 
ernor, and purporting to bo in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the thirty- 
ninth clause of the "Mineral Ordinance,' 
lSG.'J, saving and excepting theroont all 
that portion of Now Westminster district 
lying to tho east of the meridian of 122' 
45' west longitude, and to the south of 
tho parallel of 49° 15' of north latitude 
produced east from the Gulf of Georgia 
to its intersection with tho aforesaid 
meridian of longitude ; and such electoral 
district shall return ono member." 

"The electoral district of Now West- 
minster shall consist of that portion of 
Now Westminster district us defined by 
tho aforesaid public notice lying to the 
east of tho Meridian of 122° 45' of west 
longitude, and to tho south of the lino of 
49" 15' of north Utitude producod east 
from tho Gulf of Georgia to its inter- 
section witii the aforesaid meridian; and 
such electoral district shall return ono 
member." 

By making this division tho population 
of tho district of Burrard will bo about 
24,000 and the population of tho New 
Westminster district will bo about 17,500, 
but I may say that the voting population 
of Burrard district and New Westminster 
district would be about the same, as 
there are on the Coast district about 
7,000 Indians. Therefore, it would 
bring the voting population of each of 
tho two districts to about 17,500, as 
nearly as possible 

Mr. Mills (Botbwell).— The Indians 
aro not voters with you. 

Mr. Corbould. — The Indians aro not 
voters. The chief town of tho district of 
Now Westminster would bo the city of 
Westminster, and tho chief town of the

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL NOTES.

Vancouver. There is somo little dilli- 
culty in making a division so far as ter- 
ritory is concerned. Tho district of 
Burrard will be a very largo district, but 
still a large proportion of that district is 
unsettled at present, and therefore it 
makes tho district of Now Westminster 
look apparently small on tho map, 
although it is somo 45 miles one way and 
80 miles another. The population of tho 
whole district lies to tho south. Here- 
tofore tho district of Now Westminster 
has extended from tho 40th parallel to 
Alaska, some 1,500 long and IJ00 miles 
wide; and the only way to divide it is as I 
have proposed. 

Mr. Mills (Bothwell).— If the dividing 
lino were extended to tho sea, would 
there be any population north of that 
lino entitled to representation ? 

Mr. Corbould.— About 4,000 popula- 
tion. 

It being six o'clock, the Committee 
rose and the Speaker left tho Chair. 

AFTER RECESS. 
House again resolved itself into Com- 
mittee on the Bill. 

Sir John Thompson. — 1 think tho 
amendment proposed by the hon. mem- 
ber for Now Westminster (Mr. Corbould) 
is a reasonable one, Tho application to 
divido tho district is supported by the 
argument that the district is very exten- 
sive territorially, and contains two rival 
cities, both growing and important, and 
the opportunity is presented of makii g a 
division which will givo each of these 
two cities the rank of chief town of mi 
important and extensive district. I 
think, therefore, that wo should ask the 
committee to accept tho amendment. 

Mr. Mara. — It is to bo regretted that 
Car. boo, ono of tho oldest districts in the 
Province of British Columbia, and one 
that has probably contributed more 
revenue to tho province than any other, 
is to bo merged into another district; but 
as Cariboo has decreased in population 
and Now Westminster has increased en- 
ormously, and as we havo to deal with 
tho population as we find it to-day, I am 
afraid there is no help for Cariboo, but 
that it must lose its representative, The 
district of New Westminster, as the hon. 
Minister of Justice has stated, is a very 
extensive ono. It contains two friendly 
but rival cities, and I think it is only 
right that the district should bo divided, 
so that each city will have a representa- 
tive here. In tho near future, as soon as 
Cariboo has railway connection with the 
outside world, I havo no doubt that it 
will be entitled again to have its own 
representative hero. 

Amendment agreed to. 

On suction 4, 

Mr. Mills (Bothwell). — I would ask 
whether thoso territorial divisions em- 
brace tho whole Province of British 
Columbia, or whether there is any por- 
tion of the province not included in any 
doctoral district ? 

Mr. Mara. They embrace tho ontire 
province. All portions of tho province 
aro included.

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A DRAMATIC OPERA. 




-'Salammbo," Kriiest Iteyer and M. dr 
Lode's Latest Parisian Success. 

The most recent European operatic sue 
.-ess is "Salammbo," the story of which is 
taken from the novel of that name. Tho 
music is by Ernest Reyer, tho words by M 
da Loclo and the title role was magnifi- 
cently enacted at tho Theatre de l'Opera 
Paris, by Mine. Rose Caron. StUeza also 
made a pronounced hit by his picturesque 
portrayal of tho fierce but infatuated Mer- 
cenary Matho. "Salammbo" is a grand 
opera in five acts. The plot briefly told is 
as follows: 

Salammbo is the daughter of a man in the 
service of t he Tem- 
ple of Tanit, the 
protecting deity of 
Cart huge, and be- 
ing a supremely 
beautiful and 
highly accom- 
plished girl is 
hold by her people 
in almost sacred 
regard. Barbari- 
ans, called Mer- 
cenaries, attack 
Carthage and 
quick defense is 
necessary. Now 
comes one of the 
dramatic situa- 
tions of the opera. 
In the midst of the 
confusion before 
battle Salammbo 
suddenly appears. 
The Cartbageni- 
ans adore her, tho 
Barbarians are 
amazed and awed 
by her loveliness. 
Weapons are at onco dropped. Matho, 
the leader of the Mercenaries, conceives a 
wild loye for this beautiful girl, and fol- 
lowing out a custom of his home gets her 
to join him in drinking a glass of wine. 
This she docA, ignorant of the fact that to 
him her act is a declaration of love and 
surrender. When then he approaches her 
as his affianced she is indignant and repels 
him. 

It is one of Salammbo's privileges to re- 
pair to the temple at night, and this leads 
up to another strong and beautiful situa- 
tion. Matho conceals himself, enveloped 
in the sacred veil of Tanit, while she prays 
and pours forth her story of insult and 
calls down curses on Matho's head. He 
reveals himself and tries to force his love. 
Sho screams, her people are aroused and 
bat tle ensues, but Carthage is lost. 

The last great scene is where Salammbo 
concludes that through her only can her 
city bo regained. In her most superb at- 
tire she seeks the tent of Matho and al- 
most intoxicates him with her words of 
love. Her siren voice and encircling arms 
silence him to the voice of his army call- 
ing for their chief to put down the Cartha- 
genians, who have risen in revolt. He does 
not go. Carthage is regained. To the tent 
come the victors to take Matho prisoner, 
and there they discover what they regard 
as the desecration of tlielr loved Salammbo. 
They determine that she shall die rather 
than live tho love of their enemy, but 
when she discovers their purpose she stabs 
herself. Matho, ns soon as the first shock 
is over, rejoins her through the same 
means, taking his life with his sword. 

It is expected that "Salammbo" will be 
seen in this country next winter.

A Congregational Tabernacle Talked

HE death of Hon 
John Robson, the news 
of which b r o u g h t 
mourning to the entire 
province, on Wednesday 
lust, will lie alluded to 
to-day from all the city 
pulpits. 

In St. Andrew's Pres 
byteriao church, of which ho was one of the 
founders and in which until his death ho 
was one of the foremost workers for good, 
the services will he most solemn and im- 
pressive. The interior of the sacred edifice 
has been draped in sombre black, and filled 
With the perfume of funeral flowers. The 
organ, which so many, many Sun- 
days the dead Premier has listened 
to, is hidden behind folds of heavy crape, 
looped up with white sati.i ribbon. In the 
centre of the instrument, standing out 
strongly distinct against the sable back- 
ground and framed in laurel leaves appear 
the words, 
"Your Countrymen 
Are Weeping. 

The pulpit, too, it draped with black, 
while in front is placed a life-sized and oil 
but speaking portrait of British Columbia's 
illustrious dead. The choir gallery also is 
covered with black cloth, relieved with fes- 
toons of ivy, and caught up with bows of 
white satin. Choir rail, Communion table 
and pulpit are loaded down with tributes (if 
white roses and lilies, emblematic of the 
pure life lived by him who is gone. 

The vacant pew, where euch succeeding 
Sunday in years gone by the Premier has 
sat, ia also draped in black and laden with 
Sowers, and the majority of the members of 
the congregation will attend the morning 
services in the habiliments of mourning. 

The sermons unii musical service, both 
morning and evening, will be memorial, the 
pulpit being occupied by the pastor, Rev. 
I'. MoF Muclcod who, for many years, has 
enjoyed the close friendship of the deceased 
Prime Minister of the Province. 

In Christ Church Cat heir ill the preachors 
of the day will bo Rev. Canon Beanlands in 
the morning and Rev. J. B. Hcwotson at 7 
p.m. In .St. James' church Ven. Aroh- 
deacon Scriven will preach at both services; 
at St. John's the sermons will bo by the 
pastor, Rev. Pcrcival Jeans; Rev. C W. 
Taylor will fill his own pulpit, St. Barnabas 
church; and Rev. \V. IX Barber will officiate 
at all services at St. Saviour's, Victoria 
West. The services at St. Paul's, Esqui- 
malt, will be conducted as usual by Rev. S. 
C. Soholefield. The services at So Mark's 
will be conducted by Rev. \V. II . 1'. Ardcu. 
Rev. M. C. Browne preaches, morning and 
evening, at St. Luke's, Cedar Hill, and ser- 
vices will be held us usual at ddboro' Hay, 
at .'{ p.m.; at the Provincial jail, ut 0:30 a • 
in., and on the Indian" reservation, at 2 in 
the afternoon. 

Rt. Rev. Riahop Cridgo preaehes at both 
11 a. in. Mini V p.m. in the Church of Out- 
Lord, Reformed Episcopal, Rev. C. Ii 
Dobbs' connection with the church here hav- 
ing expired with the month of June. The 
latter reverend gentleman has not yet made 
up his mind as to his future movements, hut 
a strong effort is being made to induce him 
to become the fust pastor of a new Congre- 
gational tabernacle in Victoria.

THE BANKS AND THE COUNTRY. 

(Toronto Empire, Juno 21. 

No better criterion of national pros- 
perity or portent of national disaster can 
be found than the reports received from 
tho hanking institutions of a country. 
Tho managers are in close touch with the 
pulsations of trade and commerce, indus- 
try and agriculture. They can toll tho 
condition of affairs with a correctness 
which can hardly have a parallel in any 
other lino of work or action. And this 
year, so far as Canada is concerned, tho 
annual meetings of tho banks have 
proved not only an excellent dugreo of 
prosperity to exist amongst our financial 
institutions, but a remarkable measure 
of progress to pertain throughout tho 
Dominion generally, 

The amount of money handled by Can- 
adian banks is very great, and easily 
demonstrates the financial soundness of 
tho country and the popular confidence 
folt in our banking system. Tho follow- 
ing figures gathered from tho statements 
which havo so far appeared will illustrate 
this fact ; 



now bo profitably exported, but it is 
pointed out that greatur caro should bo 
exercised in preparing and packing these 
products for a now or distant market. 
Mr. Clouston' thinks that business has 
been slow, but intimates that it has been 
"dull and disappointing in tho neighbor- 
ing republic also," whilst Mr. Walker 
points out somo of tho reasons : "Wo 
are suffering all over North Atnotica 
from tho waning of a wide-reaching real 
estate boom.

velopments of the last decade or two." 

But these passing troubles have not 
boon great enough to mar tho general 
structuro of financial prosperity which is 
so clearly indicated in these bank returns,

In eight of our banks there lias thus 
been a total popular deposit during tlio 
year of S81, 000,000, with net profits of 
nearly three and one-quarter millions, 
and a capital of $44,000,000 drawing an 
average of 7 per cent, per annum upon 
two-thirds of that amount, tho other 
third being in Rest account. Certainly 
there are no indications of national 
disaster in those figures, whilst Mr. 
Hague, as a result of careful investigation 
made throughout tho numerous branches 
of the Merchants' Bank of Canada, states 
clearly that :

No one 
can fail to notice a great development in 
this respect. Many of our miscellaneous 
manufacturers are highly profitable." 
Other managers touch, though only in- 
cidentally, upon the point" so clearly 
brouybl out by Mr. Wilkie of the Im- 
perial Dank, in his recent North Ameri- 
can Review article and*dealing with tlio 
great benefit to the people of Canada, 
accruing from our branch system. As 
Mr. Wilkie then said, these branches are 
invaluable to tho rising cities and towns 
in the distant Northwest, providing 
cheap money and facilities for local 
development which would otherwise take 
long lo create. 

Upon the whole tho banks are to ho 
congratulated upon a year of compara- 
tively successful operations, and tho 
country upon having institutions which 
are so carefully managed, and ablo, in 
this case, as Mr. Hague observed in the 
course of his remarks, to '•demonstrate a 
Very large degree of enterprise and 
activity in tho business of the Dominion."
